A  proposed  amendment  to  the  Book  of  Church  Order, 
concerning  trustees  of  churches  and  incorporated  churches, 
approved  and  submitted  to  the  Presbyteries  for  advice  and 
consent  by  the  1948  Assembly,  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 
Presbytery  ordered  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study 
this  proposed  amendment  in  ttie  light  of  North  Carolina  law 
and  to  report  at  our  spring  meeting,  at  which  time  the  pro- 
posed amendment  be  considered.  The  Moderator  appointed 
this  committee  as  follows:  Rev.  M.  G.  Brad  well.  Chairman, 
and  Elders  J.  H.  McKeithen  and  Hoke  Henderson.

Presbytery  recessed  for  five  minutes. 

Presbytery  reconvened  at  11 :46  A.M.  for  a  special  serv- 
ice of  worship  in  which  Rev.  J.  H.  Carter,  D.  D..  a  charter 
member  of  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  and  our  first  Home  Mis- 
sions Superintendent,  delivered  an  inspiring  sermon  on  the 
text,  "If  you  have  any  word  of  encouragement  for  the  people, 
let's  have  it."  (Acts  13:15.) 

After  being  led  in  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  C.  Bryan,  Presby- 
tery recessed  for  lunch. 

During  lunch  Presbytery  convened  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions  of  Thanks,  which  waa  adopted 
by  a  unanimous,  rising  vote  and  is  as  follows:

n     WHY    IT    WAS    ORGANIZED. 

In  October.  1931,  the  Synod  of  North  CaroUna  wa»  meeting  In  Tarboro. 
In  the  eomOMinlcattooa  was  an  ovHture  from  Fayettevllle  Presbytery  con- 
cerning tlw  formation  of  a  new  Pr«abyter>  It  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Bills  and  Overtures  as  follows.  "The  Preabytcry  of  PayettoTlUo 
overtures  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  take  the  foUowtng  action,  the 
Presbyteries  of  Orange.  Albemarle  and  WUmington  concurring:  1  To  erect 
a  mw  Pi«abytcry  to  be  compoaed  of  the  countiea  of  Orange.  Person  and 
DttrtHHB.  from  the  l»resbytory  of  (^unge;  of  Granville,  Vance.  Warren, 
pranklln  and  Wake  from  the  PrMbrUry  of  AttMBarle;  and  of  Chatham 
gad  IM  from  PayettcvUle  Preabytary." 

Qjctlnni  3  and  S  of  that  overture  had  to  do  with  realigning  and  com- 
pensating Wllmingtoo  and  AOnMrla  Pimtarfrtw  for  Um  kmm  tbey  would 
wiataln.  Dc  J.  R.  Bridges,  ehatman  of  tlwt  OammMm  on  BUte  and  Over- 
tur«%  raoooaandad  that  an  Ad-Intertm  Committee  be  appointed  from  the 
concerned  to  study  the  whole  quMtlon  and  report  to  the  l»xt 
of  the  Synoa  Dr  W  E  HiU 'was  appointed  to  act  as  moderator 
of  a  eoounltvee  of  eight. 

In  October  l»aa  at  Uncolnton  "Rev  W  E.  HUl  made  the  foOovlnc 
report  of  the  Ad-InCerim  Conunittee  on  the  erection  of  a  new  Piertvlmy 
which  was  received  and  adopted:  "After  OMful  eoMMHmtloa  of  the  ovar^ 
turc  referred  to.  and  of  other  suggmfd  aclMwai  for  ttw  muXkan  of  a  aaw 
Preabytery  in  the  north  central  portion  of  the  CHate  from  parts  of  existing 
Presbyteries,  your  Committee  Is  unabk  to  oifar  a  racommanrtatlnn  touching 
this  partlculai  matter. 

"We  raooomtend  the  enlargement  of  tha  Committee  by  the  addition  of 
two  mamhan  each  from  tha  Praakgrtarlm  of  Concord.  Kings  Mountain  and 
MeeUanbtirf.  wttli  laaCnictloaa  to  tnka  under  consideration  the  Praabf* 
terial  line*  thioMghowt  ttM  Bjmod.  and  raaemmand  f«uch  changes  or  read- 
justmenu  as  In  thair  Judgment  will  maka  lor  the  more  succeasful  and 
rffectlve  prowcution  of  our  work,  and  that  Dr.  C.  M  Richards  be  mada 
ehalrmao  of  the  Coounittec." 

Rar.  J.  O.  Mann's  Nominating  Cooamlttaa  brought  In  a  date  for  the 
Oomailttee  "On  BrecUon  of  a  New  Presbytary,"  of  which  Dr.  C.  M   Richards 
ibman  of  a  eoomiMaa  of  fourteen.    The   right 
for  action. 


Remember  that  one  f^raabytcry  was  asked  for  in  the  north  central 
part  of  the  state.  That  would  have  ukan  anothar  aagmant  off  of  Mother 
Onuiga.  There  wa<>  a  time  when  Orange  Piaatytaiy  was  the  whole  of 
North  Carolina  and  more.  And  as  Prasbyterlanlsm  expanded  among  the 
Scotch  and  Scotch-Irish  new  Preabyterles  were  formed  from  Orange.  And 
now  PayattaHUe  was  asking  an  unselfish  Orange  and  others  ooncuning 
that  the  old  mother  gtva  mora  of  bar  Ufa  and  further  decraaaa  her  area 
and  opportunity. 

In  this  case  it  is  like  praying  for  a  boy  and  getting  twins.  Listen  to 
Dr  Richards  a  year  hence  In  Graham  on  October  11.  l$U.  as  ho  raadi  m 
report  entitled  "Report  of  Ad-Intertm  Ocanmittee  on  Re-Adliudnant  of 
Praahytarlal  Unaa  within  the  Synod."  BeeaanaendatlaM:  I.  That  a  new 
PiailiyUii  ba  sM  off  in  tha  northwastam  part  of  tha  stata  to  ambimoa  tha 
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foUowing  counties:  Ashe.  Alleghany.  WUkea.  Surry.  Stokas.  Forsyth  and 
Davidson  from  Orange  Presbytery,  with  Davie  and  Yadkin  from  ConocMtl 
Praalqrtery.  That  another  new  Preabytery  be  set  off  to  the  East  of  Oranga 
Praabiytary.  IV  That  the  Synod  appoint  Rev.  J.  8.  Poster.  D.D..  to  call 
the  PrertgrtUT  to  t^iC  West  and  Rev  W  Mc.  White  to  call  the  Presbytery 
to  the  Bast  of  Orange  to  meet  at  some  early  convenient  time  within  tha 
next  sixty  days,  for  the  purpose  of  organisation." 

Baarinn  V  was  a  recoounandatlon  that  enjoined  Rev  A.  W  Crawford. 
8u|Wrlnt«Klent  of  Home  Mlsalona  within  the  Synod  to  call  the  superln- 
tandants  and  chairmen  of  the  new  Presbytertes  to  meet  with  the  same 
raptaaentatlves  from  the  other  Presbyteries  "to  work  out  a  just  and  reasonable 
arrangament  for  mutual  assistance  In  Boma  Mission  andMvor.  in  order 
that  the  readju.<4ment  of  Presbyterial  lines  may  not  interrupt  the  pnnram 
of   this  Imporunt   part  of  our  work   in    the   Synod   and    in   each   of   tha 


Synod's  Minuter  of  1923  further  records:  "The  following  ministers  and 
churches  are  transferred  by  the  above  action  of  Synod:  1.

At  the  call  of  Dr.  Poster  twenty-five  man  ware  convened  here  twenty- 
flva  years  ago  to  form  a  new  Presbytery  in  order  that  the  Home  Mis- 
sion work  mti^t  be  done  more  effectively.  Our  beloved  dean  of  minla- 
term.  Rev.  C.  W.  BoUnson.  preached  the  first  sermon  from  Matthew  4:10— 
"But  thou,  whan  thou  prayaat.  enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast 
shut  thy  door.  |way  to  thy  Father  which  Is  in  secret:  and  thy  Father  which 
eceth  in  secret  shall  reward  thee  openly."  Mr.  Robinson  was  elected  Mod- 
erator and  Rev.  B.  P.  Bradley  wax  SUted  Clerk  until  his  death  on  May 
Bl.  ini.  Dr.  John  S.  Foster  in  the  prepared  maaaortal  for  him  said:  "We 
have  loet  a  friend,  the  memory  of  whoae  praaanea  with  its  genial  heart. 
Its  ungucstloned  loyalty,  its  unaffacitad  slmpHdly  and  fellowship  and  lU 
wise  Judgment  will  abide  with  Ui  aa  a  pracloua  lagacy " 


That  first  group  had  a  good  time.  Winston  First  demonstrated  lla 
oft  proven  great  hoapitallty.  Their  homea  and  their  hearts  were  open  to 
UB  and  we  were  the  gocets  of  the  church  on  the  seeood  day  at  a  lancheon 
la   the   Eliiamdiyf   Hotel — once   famed    for   Hi 


There  were  a  k>t  of  things  we  had  to  do.  The  new  thing  had  to  be 
There  were  two  suggaatlona— Blue  Ridge  and  Winston-Salem. 
Tha  group  voted  to  designate  the  new  creation  with  the  name  of  this 
enterprl^ng  city — the  seat  of  its  membership  strength  and  finance.  And 
there  were  rules  and  by-laws  and  conimHIiai  and  trustees  and  treaaurera 
and  other  matters  that  claimed  the   attention  of  the  organisers. 

Bariy  in  lU  Ufe  the  Preabytery  had  to  learn  to  say  "No  "    At  this  first 
Drs.  W.  H.  Fraacr  and  A,  A.  MoOcaehy  of  Chark>tte.  were  here 
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aDDMOlnc  that  the  new  Presbytery  be  a  co-owner  of  Queens  CSoUege.  Dr. 
Ob^rles  b  VardeU  nunie  the  appeal  that  we  share  In  the  ownership  and 
control  of  Pkwm  Macdonald  College  Mr  E  B  BdrkHa  evtdenUy  turned 
pale  for  he  was  thinking  of  the  help  the  new  I^«sbft«i7  could  be  to  Its 
own'  educaUonal  InsUtuUon— Olade  Valley,  which  has  had  the  heart  and 
Interest  also  of  Orange  Presbytery.  80  the  matter  was  docketed  untU  the 
8prli«  meeting,  at  which   time   it   "was  laid   on  the   taUe." 

At  the  second  sUted  meeting  held  In  Mount  Airy  two  commissions 
amjotnted  by  Orange  Presbytery  reported  that  on  Dec.  2.  1923,  Rev.  R.  L. 
Bwn^^wae  InstaUed  at  Plat  Rock  and  Ucenttate  J.  H.  Carter  was  or- 
dUMd  and  im^ff«r*  pMlor  of  the  Klkln  Church  The  first  ordlnatkm  by 
WttHton-Salem  Prasbytcry  In  lU  own  name  and  auihortty  was  duiing  this 
second  meeUng  when  Mr.  John  D.  Smith  presented  himself  and  wm 
recelTed  under  the  extracM-dlnary  clause.  When  he  told  what  mathwnatlcs 
he  had  studied  privately  he  made  many  gasp.  When  Dr.  Lilly  Inquired 
whether  or  not  he  had  studied  Latin  at  home  he  answered  In  the  afllrma- 
tive.  "What  have  you  read?"  With  such  a  long  reciutlon  of  the  Latin 
works  and  authors.  In  wonder  and  adoUratlon  Dr.  Lilly  threw  his  handl 
up  and  gave  an  exclamation. 


As  a  young  eavesdroper.  I  hrard  some  of  our  leaden  dtocuMlng  the 
whole  matter  and  they  went  into  the  organisation  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling. This  part  of  the  world  did  not  ask  for  the  new  Presbytery.  They 
did   not   think  It   could   be  done. 

Dr.  D.  Clay  Lilly  was  the  first  Home  Mission  chairman.  After  a  re- 
view of  ttie  whole  sltuatAon  durli«  the  second  meeting  he  reported,  speaking 
ot  the  ooontlai  from  Ooncord  Presbytery.  "These  two  counUes  have  three 
churches,  of  wMflll  two  are  not  self-supporting.  Thus  we  hi^ve  pracUcally 
all  of  the  OMNnltfbi  territory  of  the  fomunr  Orange  Prelbytery.  and  two 
new  mlsrtoo  fleUto  added.  We  have  thus  ten  fields  calUn<  tm  tbe 
of  at  least  elevna  workers.  The  appropriations  from  this  Presbytery 
sary  to  support  these  workers  amount  to  i5.47000  Last  year  the  churches 
of  this  Presbytery  gave  to  Presbytery's  Home  Mlestons  only  $3.M1.00  and 
the  year  before  only  $2J1200. " 

One  of  the  problems  all  the  while  was  money.  That  was  the  great  con- 
cern of  our  leaders  and  made  them  ftarful.  The  Synod  of  North  Caroline 
through  its  Gommlttee  on  Home  Missions  came  to  our  support,  first, 
through  Rev.  A.^W  Crawford  and  then  through  Dr.  K.  B.  Olllespie.  The 
Sjmod  has  always  offered^  its  helping  hand.    But  this  was  not  sutriclent. 

Plnancially,  things  were  not  going  too  well  and  In  the  fourth  meeting  a 
motion  was  pasaed  to  materially  change  the  per  centages  given  to  Assembly's, 
Synod's  and  Presbytery's  Home  Missions.  This  was  countered  by  an  over- 
ture to  the  Synod.  "Resolved:  That  the  Prertijrtery  ol  Wlnston-Salem  over- 
ture the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  In  searion  at  Mooremllle  to  reeclnd  Its 
Mtton  of  1881.  thereby  giving  to  the  ^rnod  and  Preabyteries  the  right  to 
aid  from  the  0«)eral  Assembly's  executive  Committee  of  Home 
This  was  in  AimII.  1926.  In  October  the  Synod  answered:  "As 
a  matter  of  policy  the  Synod  would  discourage  the  asking  of  aid  from 
the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee  for  work  within  our  bounds." 

Let  us  go  to  Durham  in  November  1881  and  hear  the  Synod  say.  "In 
view  of  the  widespread  d«itltution  in  the  Southeast,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Indian  work  of  our  Church  Is  now  under  the  care  of  the 
Assembly's  Home  Mlsatons  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  without  dlmlnlahloc 
the  oontrtbutlons  now  made  to  the  Assembly's  BxecuUve  Committee  under- 
takes to  relieve  the  Central  Treasury  of  all  obligations  for  Home  Mlarioo 
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«offc  vlllilB  mar  bouada.  and  wOl  hereafter  supidy  the  demande  of  the 
wmMm  fTBibytiii twi  The  obllgaUons  now  assumed  by  the  Committee  (of 
Evangelistic  Labor)   bavolve  ah  annual  expenditure  of  tlO.OOOOO." 

That  was  a  noble  and  unasilMi  reaolve.  It  was  a  laudatory  and  Christ- 
like  piece  of  Borne  Mission  alale— eniMp  But  a  kH  of  land  had  been 
opened  up  In  Tnea.  And  oU  flowed  from  thousands  of  wells  Texas  was 
rich  and  her  devoteaa  were  heralding  far  and  wide  the  multitude  of  things 
in  which  the  empire  excelled.  Destitution?  Not  In  TMme  In  182S  Our 
Indian  work  had  k»g  alnoe  been  a  burden— and  yet  the  Synod  didn't  want 
to  change  an  uulwodsd  statement  of  thirty-five  years  before. 

It  was  fortunate  for  our  work  within  the  Pregbytery  that  for  a  good 
part  of  our  tweny-flve  years  the  pastors  of  this  Plrst  Church  have  been 
members  of  the  Aaesmbly^  Executive  Oo—lttoe  on  Home  Missions. 

January  8.  183I.  a  short  Ume  after  Synod  discouraged  such  action,  'it 
was  anaounoad  that  MMJO  had  been  donated  by  tte  Hooie  Mission  Gom- 
mlttee ef  the  Oeneral  Use— ibly  to  the  Home  Mtaskm  work  of  the  Praebgr- 
tery  for  the  praeint  year."  And  then  "The  Chairmsn  of  Preebytariel  Ha«M 
Mf—**'"  was  authortMd  to  make  appUcatkm  to  the  General  Aasembiy  for 
$ljmM  for  work  at  Olade  Valley  and  fr&O  00  for  the  work  of  the  Presby- 
tery for  the  year  beginning  April  I.  IBM."  At  an  adjourned  meeting  on 
Jan.   14.    1191.   the   former    action   retatdlnf   ehansM  ot 


This  new  Preabgrtcry  In  Itt  desperation  fought  for  He  Bib  end  work  and 
u  woo.  Ood  always  rewarda  faith.  There  was  a  Boartant  seaeonal  urge 
«B  the  pert  of  the  Presbytery  to  develop  a  high  aenee  of  Stevardalilp  Cor 
our  own  work. 

A  maater  stroke  was  OMde  when  Rev.  J.  H.  Carter  was  made  part-Ume 
naperlntendent  <tf  our  Hocne  Mieskm  wotIl  He  brought  an  energy  and  a 
flare  that  waa  mntaglinw  Re  introduced  a  worker  to  develop  the  work  of 
the  Young  Peopla.  Be  la  the  father  of  the  Christian  Ctmmmpm  moveiaant 
that  baa  been  so  firuttftdly  used  here  and  eisevtaare.  It  was  he  who  helped 
the  OoauBtttee  to  see  the  wladom  of  putung  coaaeerated  yoUng  women  to 
work  In  our  fields  white  unto  the  harveet. 


He  met  with  well  nigh  universal  aoceptabtUty.  A  legend  Is  told  of 
only  ons  Instance  where  his  messages  did  not  meet  with  popular  acclaim.

Rev.  M.  G.  Bradwell,  Chairman  of  the  special  committee 
appointed  to  study  the  proposed  amendment  to  Paragraph 
163  of  the  Book  of  Church  Order,  touching  the  matter  of  the 
incorporation  of  churches  and  the  office  and  work  of  trustees, 
and  to  bring  in  a  recommendation  for  Presbytery's  action. 
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spoke  in  explanation  of  the  proposed  amendment  and  read 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote 
of  32  hands: 
Patbers  and  Rrethren: 

Your  special  commlttae  afipatnted  to  »tudy  the  propo^d  amendment 
to  Paragraph  163  ol  the  Book  of  Church  Order  submlU  the  foUowlng 
report: 

After  due  tsttOy  and  lnTeBtlf«tlon.  your  committee  la  of  the  unuilBOiia 
opinion  that  we  should  adopt  this  Amendment  to  the  Book  of  Church 
Otdv  It  eUrlfle*  the  omce  and  work  of  church  trualeet  and  ihoukL 
tlMnfora.  bs  a  moat  helpful  rulde  to  churches  seeking  to  take  stepa  toward, 
incorporation.  At  the  mld-wtnter  meeting  of  the  Prertytwy  It  waa  sug- 
gcatad  that  the  proposed  amendment  waa  out  of  accord  with  existing  laws 
of  the  SUte  of  Norfh  Carolina.  Our  study  has  prorcd  otherwise.  We  find 
DO  eonflict  between  the  cItU  law  and  this  proposed  ecdSitaatical  law  in 
rward  to  a  church's  incorpw^tlon  and  electlcwi  of  tnistMl. 

However,  your  committee  would  like  to  caU  attenUon  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  certain  practical  prohtaM  ooniMCtad  with  the  Incorporalon  of 
a  church  under  the  propoaed  amcndmMit.  and  we  would  advise  any  church 
desiring  to  take  thU  action  to  aecure  competent  legal  help  In  drawing  up 
lu  charttr.

The  Presbytery  of  Winston-Salem  met  in  adjourned  ses- 
sion in  the  Chapel  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Win- 
aton-Salem  at  2:00  P.M.  on  April  29,  1949.

REV.  MURPHY  WILDS.  DISMISSED  TO  ORANGE 

PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  Murphy  Wilds  requested  Presbytery  to  dissolve  his 
pastoral  relation  with  the  Cooleemee  Church,  effective  May 
22nd.  and  to  dismiss  him  to  Orange  Presbytery,  in  order  that 
he  might  accept  a  call  to  the  Randolph  and  Crestwood 
Churches  in  High  Point,  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Wilds  reported  the  concurrence  of  the  Cooleemee 
Church  in  his  resignation,  which  action  was  Uken  in  a  duly 
called  meeting  of  the  congregation  on  April  24,  1949. 

The  pastoral  relation  between  Rev.  Murphy  Wilds  and 
the  Cooleemee  Church  waa  then  dissolved,  effective  May 
22.  1949. 

After  several  expressions  of  Presbytery's  appreciation 
for  Mr.  Wilds'  fine  work  within  our  bounds,  the  Stated  Clerk 
was  Instructed  to  grant  him  a  letter  of  dismisison  to  Orange 
Presbytery. 

Presbytery's  new  Committee  on  Student  Work  was  des- 
ignated a  Permanent  Committee,  to  report  regularly  at  the 
fall  meeting  of  this  court. 

Presbytery  accepted  an  invitation  to  meet  in  adjourned 
•ession  in  the  West  Jefferson  Church,  July  12.  1949.

RECEPTION  OF  REV.  SINCLAIR  TEBO 

The  l^ted  Clerk  read  a  telegram  from  SUnley  Gutelius. 
Stated  Clerk  of  Rochester  Presbyter>'.  dated  November  15. 
1949.  telling  of  the  action  of  that  Presbytery  in  dismissing 
the  Rev.  Sinclair  Tebo  to  the  Presbytery  of  Winston-Salem 
and  promising  an  official  letter  to  follow.

COMMISSION  TO  ORGANIZE  A  CHURCH  IN  ARDMORE 
The  SUted  Clerk  read  a  petition  from  129  members  of 

the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  9  other  persons,  resid- 
ing in  the  Ardmore  section  of  Winston-Salem,  requestinjj 
Presbytery  to  organize  them  as  a  church.  It  was  stated  that 
this  church  would  be  located  in  the  Ardmore  area  on  Clover- 
dale  Street,  and  that  a  name  for  the  church  would  be  chosen 
at  a  later  date.

T%%  Executive  Secretary  of  Presbytery  reported  the  re- 
ception by  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  certificate  of  transfer  of 
Um  Rev.  Robert  C.  Pooley  from  San  Joaquin.  Presbytery 
•eeepted  the  transfer  as  in  order  and  proceeded  with  the 
examination  of  Mr.  Pooley  in  accordance  with  the  Book  of 
Church  Order. 

The  examination  in  experimental  religion  and  in  view? 
touching  theology  was  conducted  by  the  Moderator.  The 
examination  in  views  touching  church  government  was  con- 
ducted  by  the   Rev.   L.   J.   Yelanjian.     The   examination    in

views  touching  the  sacraments  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Ralph 
Ritchie.  The  examination  both  in  its  several  parts  and  as  a 
whole  was  sustained  as  satisfactory.  Mr.  Pooley  was  duly 
received  as  a   member  of  Winston-Salem   Pre8b3rtery. 

The  Commission  on  the  Minister  and  His  Work  reported 
favorably  on  the  calls  of  the  Flat  Rock  Church,  specifying 
a  salary  of  f900  per  annum  and  Ministers  Annuity  Fund 
Payments  and  a  manse,  and  of  the  Home  Missions  Committee, 
.*»pecifying  a  salary  of  $1400  per  annum  and  Ministers  Annu- 
ity Fund  payments.  These  calls  were  found  to  be  in  order 
and  were  placed  in  Mr.  Pooley's  hands. 

The  Executive  Secretary  reported  the  Home  Missions 
Committee's  recommendation,  approved  by  the  Commission 
on  the  Minister  and  His  Work,  that  Mr.  Pooley  be  made 
Stated  Supply  of  the  Asbury  Church  from  June  1st.  1960. 
until  the  fall  meeting  of  Presbytery,  at  a  salary  of  $600  per 
annum  and  Ministers  Annuity  Fund  payments  to  be  paid  by 
the  Asbury  Church.     This  action  was  taken  by   Presbytery. 

The  following  Commission  was  appointed  to  install  Mr. 
Pooley  as  pastor  of  the  Flat  Rock  Church,  on  Sunday.  June 
18th.  at  7:30  P.M.:

At  Mr.  Pooley's  request,  he  was  endorsed  by  Presby- 
tery for  chaplaincy  in  the  U.  S.  Army  Re9er\'e.  The  Stated 
Clerk  was  instructed  to  forward  the  endorsement  to  the 
proper  authority  upon  the  advice  of  Mr.  Pooley. 

Presbyetry  took  note  of  the  fact  that  Revs.  C.  H.  SUrk 
and  George  Staples  were  absent  because  of  their  attendance 
upon  the  graduation  exercises  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Virginia,  where  they  were  to  be  awarded  degrees  of 
Master  of  Theology.  By  common  consent,  the  Permanent 
Clerk  was  authorized  to  send  them  congratulatory  telegrams.

RECEPTION  AND  EXAMINATION   OF  LICENTIATE 
TROY  ALLEN  YOUNG.  Jr. 

The  Stated  Clerk  presented  the  certificate  of  transfer 
of  LicenUate  Troy  Allen  Young,  Jr.,  from  CaUwba  Prcsby- 
tery  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Church,  which  certificate  was  found  *o 
b%  in  order.

The  Licentiate  was  examined  in  experimental  religion 
(by  the  Moderator),  in  theology  (by  the  Moderator),  in 
church  govembent  (by  the  Rev.  Ralph  Ritchie),  in  sacra- 
ments (by  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Bryan),  and  in  English  Bible  (by 
the  Rev.  Sinclair  Tebo).  These  several  parts  of  the  exam- 
ination were  sustained  as  satisfactory. 
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Presbytery  made  a  special  order  of  the  day  at  1 :30  P.M. 
to  hear  a  sern^on  by  the  candidate  for  ordination  and  to 
offer  prayer  for  world  peace. 

The  Rev.  John  Luke  introduced  Mr.  John  Bare  of  the 
Glendale  Springs  Church  and  commended  him  to  Presbytery 
to  be  received  as  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry.  Mr. 
Bare  was  welcomed  to  this  meeting  of  Presbyter>'  and  wa? 
referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  for  consulUtion  in  preparation  for  his  reception 
under  the  care  of  this  Presbytery  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry. 

Presbytery  recessed  for  lunch. 

Presbytery  reconvened  at  1 :30  P.M.

The  examination  aa  a  whole  was  ausUined  as  satisfactory 
for  ordination.

isters Annuity  Fund  paymente)  for  the  pastoral  services  of 
Mr.  Young  were  found  to  be  in  order  and  were  placed  in  Mr.

We  call  at- 
toation  of  the  Presbyteries  snd  urge  each  I^«abyt«ry  to  send  to  Synod,  here- 
aftor,  mrefully  comoiled  narrativeo.  It  socms  that  about  fifty  per  cent  of 
tho  ■■■ibawhiP  of  tho  ehurthea  are  attending  the  services.  There  ia  gr^t 
laxity  hi  tho  Sbainraan  trf  the  Sabbath.  A  g^^  >dly  number  of  family  altars 
are  repoitad  b^  Dwaat  Pnttbytory  and  an  increaaing  number  of  Auxilinries 
and  Prayor  Baadi  ttnreafhoi^  tiio  Synod.  Tho  teaching  of  children  in  Bible, 
Hymns  and  Catoehiams  of  the  church  is  much  neglected  in  the  families  but 
gocd  in  tho  Sobhath  School.  Ministers'  salaries  are  generally  fully  and 
prowptly  paid.  B^Htovoloat  canaos  are  poorly  contributed  to.  but  it  must 
oe  raioibtrml  that  wc  are  a  hf>me  mission  field.  There  is  a  great  dMil  of 
I  I  ilittlnaas  bt  cur  churrrhet  but  we  hope  it  is  rather  on  the  dec:-case.  Quite 
a  naabv  of  ovnaoUatk  servicos  have  been  held  in  our  bounds  with  ex- 
colloat  roaaha.  TWt  paataia  havo  boor,  diligent  and  the  work  as  a  whole 
fhroa  gfoal  lattofikHlM  aad  oneoanmoaMet.  Wl.at  is  needed  is  more  work- 
on,  aMN  tnlakw  and  nore  ptayor.  TIm  field  is  open  and  the  people  ready 
to  go  forward  ond»r  conipelcit  leaders.

Your  Committee  on  Educational  Institutions  would  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

Moot  of  the  data  for  our  report  is  embodied  'n  the  report  of  Committee 
on  Christian  Education  and  MinisteHal  BalJrf.  TUs  report  shows  that  in 
spite  of  all  difRcultiea,  all  our  edocatloaal  faMtitatlona  are  in  a  most  en- 
cottraging  condition.  Wkfle  Ike  eqntpnMat  is  not  all  we  could  wish,  yet  we 
are  hHter  prepared  to  nMWt  the  dsesends  than  erer  before. 

We  herewith  incorporate  in  our  report  the  report  of  the  President  of 
Oklahoma  Preebyterian  College,  which  speaks  for  itself:  "The  Oklahoma 
Preabyterian  College  for  Girls  reports  the  opening  of  session  under  en- 
courmging  circumstances.  Dr.  Lyle  resigned  at  close  of  last  session  and 
W.  B.  Morrison  was  again  chosen  to  head  the  schtral.  A  faculty  of  well  pre- 
pared teadiers,  umeticalty  all  of  them  Presbyterians  by  raising  and  train- 
ing, was  selected.  A  strenuous  canvass  for  studenta  was  made  and  in  sp'te 
of  the  distreasinc  ftaaaetel  eendttfone  prevailing  in  oar  section,  the  enroll- 
ment to  date  in  Um  nead«nk  devarUncnt  is  about  onethird  larger  than  for 
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last  year,  and  the  toUl  enrollment  to  date  is  116,  of  which  number  76  are 
U.ardmK  studenU  from  ouUide  of  Durant.  The  student  body  is  an  unusually 
fine  one  with  more  earnest  and  older  girls  than  usual,  23  of  them  being 
graduates  of  sUndard  high  schools,  doing  two  years  of  college  work,  while 
we  have  a  standard  high  «''v><.'  nf  about  70  members  representing  the  full 
four  year  course.    The  fin  t  prevails  and  there  is  promise  of  splendid 

work  being  done.    Wh  '•  ..ulook  of  the  collegte  is  at  present  encourag- 

ing, it  should  be  remi m  ihat  iU  income  from  the  present  stodent  body 

is  not  sufficent  to  mRii.iu:i  me  pcbool  and  keen  up  the  plant.  Some  gifts 
are  obtaued  fr*  m  the  cnurch  at  large,  but  the  school  must  look  to  the 
thurches  of  Oklahoma  to  aave  it  from  deftcit  each  year,  until  an  endow- 
ment shall  be  provided.  The  property  ef  the  iaetitition  now  embraces  a 
campus  of  2S  acres  on  outskirts  nf  Durant;  two  lar^  and  splendidly  con- 
llnKtcd  brick  buildings  and  two  smaller  frame  dwellmgs.  This  property  is 
ntlwatiiil  to  be  worth  $260,000.  The  new  building  is  now  paid  for.  with 
eneption  of  about  tlO.OOO,  and  the  total  indebtedneas  of  the  college  does  not 
excc-fd  112,000.  Note  should  be  made  in  this  connection  of  gifts  of  $6000 
each  made  by  Mrs.  S.  Johnscn  and  Simeon  Jackson,  liberal  friends  of  the 
institution  from  among  our  Choctaw  people.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  steps 
can  be  speedily  taken  to  raise  the  remainder  of  the  debt,  which  is  in  the 
form  of  loans  from  Oklahoma  banks,  personally  endorsed  by  members  of 
the  College  Board  of  TnisUNa. 

"While  O.  P.  C.  is  doing  good  work,  its  two  year*  of  college  work  being 
readilj  accredited  by  Oklahoma  «'  titutions.  there  is.  however,  urgent 

need  of  at  least  $10  000  to  conipl  eouipment  of  the  plant  and  rancter 

it  fully  the  equal  of  any  junior  college  in  tne  land." 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  term  of  office  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Latham 
as  member  of  Board  of  Trustees  for  Austin  Seminary  expires  with  this 
meeting  of  Synod.  We  recommend  that  he  be  elected  to  socci»ed  himself  for 
s  term  of  three  years.

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Fordgn  Missions  to  the  Synod 

of  Oiiialiana. 

Many  bright  spots  appear  in  our  Foreign  Mission  work  for  the  jrear 
ending  March  31»t,  1922.  Notwithstanding  the  general  financial  situation 
throughout  the  country,  it  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we 
are  able  to  show  an  incre«se  instead  of  a  oeereasc  in  total  contributions  over 
those  of  the  previous  year.  Tliis  has  be«n,  viewed  from  a  financial  stand* 
point,  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  our  church. 

Total  contributions  for  1920-21.  $1,191,316.64;  1921-22,  |1.281.S2Si(e,  an 
increaae  of  $U0,(>u7.52.  We  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  receipts  for 
the  first  lour  months  of  this  year  are  $46,000  less  than  for  the  same  period 
last  year. 

'I  he  total  number  of  additions  to  native  churches  under  the  care  of  our 
missions  is  4.781.  This  is  41  more  than  the  number  reported  last  year.  We 
are  persuadad  to  b-  tmber  could  have  been  materially  in- 

creased but  for  th«  i  of  the  missionary  force  in  some  of 

our  stations,  which  made  ti  impossible  to  visit  some  of  the  outstations  at 
which  many  were  waiting  to  be  examined  for  iMiptism. 

In  ail  our  fields  the  need  of  equipment  is  argent.  We  have  utterly 
outgrown  our  building  accommodations  and  cculd  fruitfully  expend  $3,000.- 
000  to  BM«t  the  expanding  needs  of  our  swiftlv  growing  work.  For  ex- 
ample, Korea  two  years  ago  was  complaining  of  her  inaaeqaate  school  ae- 
coaunodations.    Since  then  her  student  body  has  grown  fmn  1,000  to  12,000.

EVANGELISM.  OUR  EVANGELISTIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  real  field  of  our  activities  is  th«  evang-elistk,  althoofh  as  a  matter 
•f  feet  SuxU-nUtion  has  abaorbed  more  of  entriries  and  means  than  any 
other.  What  is  Home  Missions  with<Mit  Home  Missionaries?  We  all  fi^l 
that  this  is  the  prime  reason  why  we  are  in  this  territory.  The  facts  that 
confront  us  b«ar  out  this  arfrument.  A  rejfion  in  which  only  18  out  of  every 
100  is  a  m»mb«  r  of  any  Christian  cborch  affords  a  large  field  for  evanfreUstie 
operatioHN.  We  have  to  admit  to  o«f««1ves  that  the  means  at  our  command 
have  never  been  adequate  to  the  carry! ng  forward  of  our  work  as  it  should 
br  done.  We  shall  not  permit  ourselvi*  to  even  attempt  to  fix  the  blame, 
if  blame  there  is  for  such  conditions  as  prevail.  

We  must  allow  ourselves  to  inquire  into  the  adeqnaev  or  tk«  Inidtqmry 
of  prvMnt  methods  of  evanirelifem  as  related  to  our  task,  as  jret  sadly  on- 
f  niched.  It  aeeaui  to  be  worth  repeating  that  those  who  have  been  long  in 
this  kaleidoacopie  pAMiruBa  should  know  more  than  others  of  the  nature 
•nd  mt9^  of  the  rririon  In  which  they  have  labored  so  long.  But  even  thcM 
staad  iifflail  befof*  the  porptexing  outlook.  There  is  but  one  sooree  or 
light.  There  is  a  divine  guitlance  oroaiiscd  to  God's  people  in  evenr  emer- 
geocv  T»  M-ems  that  the  time  to  invoko  that  guidance  aa  never  before  has 
eon.  s  is  deobtlesB  true  of  the  whole  Home  Missioa  Aeli  thwwghawt 

tke  coui.il y.  It  Is  evident  that  there  is  a  feeling  among  »#b  who  ^vo 
foOewrd  the  evangelistic  bent  to  iU  prwent  possibilities  that  there  most 
he  •  clMMo  of  method.  We  see  one  casting  away  a  handful  of  «oney^ 
got  ottM^on.  Oth«»  ore  roaortmg  to  miracles  of  healing,  and  "P^'** 
"n  other  tongMft.  Some  pay  fabulous  sums  for  muaie  *»^V.W"™^if 
the  impressiOW  Aat  may  be  produced  bv  the  lives  of  the  moaiMi  per- 
formers. It  is  not  meant  that  all  thCM  things  attach  in  any  wav  to  Pres- 
byterian evangrlisU.

Mrmben  of  thf  Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of  Oklahoma,  returning  to  you 
airretJy  from  the  Woman'*  Advisory  Committee  meeting  and  the  Summer 
School  of  Missions,  1  come  with  my  heart  thrilled  with  the  broad  ouUook 
which  1  have  been  privileged  to  glimpse  from  contact  with  the  le«d«r»  of 
our  own  Church  and  also  some  of  national  repute;  with  the  grare  res^nsi-

A  thruugn-going  investigation  of  the  orthodoxy  of  our  mis- 
sionaries indicates  clearly  that  our  misstooaries  are  with  us  in  the  great 
fundamenUiN  of  uur  tai<o.  Mary  have  olNn4  themselves  for  life  in  all 
branches  of  the  work.  The  very  Sostt  f»om  our  seminaries  and  training 
schools  sre  saying  with  great  joy  aad  oafemess,  "Here  am  I.  send  me. " 
Snrely  these  tmngs  ooght  to  titl  our  heart*  with  great  joy  and  happiness. 
In  Oklahoma  Synodkal  Auxiliarr  M  aocieties  made  a  report  on  foreign 
raissiona.  Twenty-four  aocielios  held  stody  classes,  most  of  them  using 
"Sunrise  in  Aslec  Land*'  as  their  text  book,  with  a  membership  of  362.

■Itffar.  as  well  aa  rejoi<»  with  them  when  they  rejoice.  We  cannot  but  ba 
grataful  to  the  all  wise  Head  of  the  Church  that  our  Ministry  baa  baan  won- 
derfuHy  kept  frwn  scandals  that  have  coma  ao  ofUn  and  in  so  many  piacM. 
We  devoutly  pray  that  she  may  ever  be  kept  piire  and  nMafiled. 

Tha  breaking  down  of  discipline  in  the  homa  as  well  as  in  tha  Stat*  hat 
raachad  the  Church.  ThU  evU  is  insidious  in  ita  approach  that  tha  PMfw 
cottkl  hardly  detect  its  deceptive  wiks  until  it  had  done  its  work  in  the  de- 
moraiiaation  of  society.  Its  siren  voice  has  well  nigh  lulled  to  sleep  both 
the  ministars  of  the  church  and  the  churches  themselves. 

Tha  dabi  of  abnoat  if  aol  wttta  one  hundred  thoaaaad  dMlara  «hat  hanga 
around  tha  Back  of  ««r  eoBonlttaa  ia  Atlanta,  and  tka  eoMaqaaBt  aealiag 
of  tha  salaries  of  om  preachara  wanw  aa  that  we  moat  M  aoma  way  to 
raise  more  money  from  our  churchaa  to  meet  the  AaaaaAqra  arrangement 
with  us  of  4  to  1.  four  doUars  for  one.  Notwithstaiiding  owP  chnr^a  hav« 
been  impoverished  by  several  yeare  of  crop  failure.  Tha  Sa^doar  said  In  riaw 
of  a  particularly  difficult  miracle  in  which  his  diaciplaa  had  failed,  "This 
kind  goath  BOt  out  tot  by  prayer  and  fasting."  It  Is  one  thing  to  face  the 
aitnatkM  nd  «nttom»  ft  and  quite  another  to  run  away  and  seek  a  less 
dif fruit  one.  It  aaana  from  all  indications  that  we  are  haat^Bf  «o  towwds 
the  end  or  to  soma  other  change.  Might  it  not  be  tha  bMflmmt  of  yy*t 
things  In  which  the  church  is  to  find  a  true  revival  of  fath  and  WVatton 
in  iU  ministry  and  members?  It  was  in  the  spirit  that  Korth  hud  Sooth 
Carolina,  and  Virginia  became  great  center*  of  Prsabyterian  influence  and 
Monw  Minion  enterprise  spreading  all  over  this  land  from  Kentucky,  Mis- 
•oorl  to  Oia  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  Texas.  It  ia  a  question  whether  it  wa«  not 
after  all  the  self  denying  labcwa  of  tha  mm  who  fkret  prMchad  tha  Gospel 
in  these  States  that  the  honor  ia  doe  for  tha  great  aehlavoaaaata  of  our 
Church  in  these  rogiona.  No  doobt  tha  comMnad  atrangth  of  later  years  as 
Synods  and  Presbyteries  took  the  initiative  and  afterwards  the  General  As- 
aambly  assumed  the  work  on  a  larger  scale  directing  from  a  higher  poiat  of 
view  things  have  moved  more  rapidly  but  the  solid  foundation  waa  there  to 
build  upon.  Without  this  solid  foundation  perhapa  such  a  work  as  has  been 
doaa  woold  hava  baan  impoaaiUe.  It  is  true,  however,  that  for  some  reason 
tha  focant  fouadatlaai  la  m&mmt  territory  lack  sUbility  and  ftrmnoM.

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  lands  so  sought  after  were  not 
immetlis'ely  avsilsble  for  i««^tlerj*  on  account  of  the  restrictions  on  most  of  the 
allotment.*  of  the  Indian.«,  Many  of  those  who  csme  under  these  cimimstances 
so<vn  became  di!<couraire<i  and  went  elsewhere.

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Synod  Took  Recess  Until  U  o'Clock. 

At  11  o'clock  Svnod  reconvened  for  Divine  worship. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.  H.  B.  Urch,  D.  D.  on 
the  text  Acta  1:18  after  which  the  Sacrement  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  observed.  Revs.  E.  Brantley.  D.  D..  and  A.  M. 
Mclnnis  administered  the  elements  which  were  distributed 
by  several  elders. 

Synod  took  recess  until  2  o'clock. 

Afternoon,  Second  Day. 

Synod  reconvened  at  2  o'clock  and  was  opened  with 
prayer.  An  overture  was  read  from  the  B^l  Heights 
Church  of  Lawton  through  the  Presbytery  of  Mangum  re- 
garding a  permanent  summer  encampment  site.  The  over- 
ture was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Bills  and  Overtures. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  the  Com- 
mittee on  stewardship  introduced  the  Rev.  M.  E.  Melvin. 
D.  D.,  Genorai  Assembly's  Secretary  of  Stewardship,  who 
d«Iiv^«d  ft  aplendid  address,  and  then  conducted  a  "Round 
Table"  discussion  of  Stewardship  and  the  General  Assem- 
bly CftliMft. 

The  Synod's  Comn^ttee  on  Stewardship  was  given  per- 
miMion  to  mftke  its  report  later.

The  ipecial  order  of  the  day  havmg  arrived  for  the 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Synod's  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Home  Missions  and  Evangrelism  the  committee  pre- 
tnted  its  report  which  was  read  and  received,  and  the  rec- 
itions  considered  seriatim,  and  is  as  follows :

To  the  Synod  of  Oklahoma, 
Durant,  Okla.. 
Dear  Brethren : 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  to  God  our  Heavenly  F*"- 
ther  for  what  He  has  done  for  us  that  we  come  to  you  with 
our  first  rtport  since  the  reorganization  of  our  Commitiee 
and  work  at  last  Synod.  Shortly  after  Synod's  adjoumncnt 
we  held  a  meeting  in  Coalgate,  organiied  and  proce«i€d  to 
carry  out  the  instructions  of  Synod  to  secure  the  Rev.  W. 
Moore  Scott,  D.  D.  of  the  Synod  of  Arkansas  as  Supt.  of 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  in  our  Synod.     Dr.  Scott 
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declined  the  call.  So  we  k>oked  elsewhere  for  a  suitftbll 
man.  and  afUnr  aevoral  months  a  number  of  the  brethren 
over  the  Synod  loffosted  that  an  effort  be  made  to  s«:ure 
the  Rev.  William  A.  Rolle,  S.  T.  D.  of  Hugo  wbe  was  then 
pMlor  of  the  church  there.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commit- 
tM  htld  in  Durant  on  March  4th.  1926  the  Rev.  William  A. 
Rolki  was  unanimously  called  to  the  office  of  Superinten- 
dent and  he  acoM^od.  and  commenced  work  the  first  of 
Mfty. 

Wlitn  all  the  eonditlona  are  considered  the  committee 
bitkvia  that  ao  far  gratifying  success  has  been  ours.  For 
wt  must  first  cmwl  bofore  we  can  walk,  and  walk  before 
m^  can  run.  Tlie  aoceoM  to  far  reached  has  justified  the 
cnnmittee  in  a.l  it  has  done.  We  commenced  this  work  last 
May  without  anything  like  a  full  conception  of  the  needs 
mad  opportunities,  and  with  no  money  in  the  treasury,  and 
i»st  tok  the  Supt.  to  take  the  field.  We  have  met  our  ob- 
lifmtiona  on  the  field  and  have  a  small  surplus  in  the  trmM- 
ury.  GffeftI  opportunities  for  a  great  work  are  opening  up 
an  ov«r  the  Synod  for  us,  calls  are  steadily  coming  into 
^le  Supt  to  assist  in  evangelistic  meetings,  and  there  are 
ft  Bttaotr  of  stratefic  points  now  qpen  where  we  can  or- 
Iftftlit  Utm  churches  as  soon  as  we  can  see  our  way  clear 
to  aid  them  until  they  get  on  their  feet  and  sUrted  off. 
Your  committee  doss  aot  brieve  that  we  ouq-ht  to  organiie 
new  churches  and  then  kftve  them  to  die  right  where  they 
were  ortrsnlssd. 

Several  months  ago  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  School 
fixtMlsion  at  Richmond  appointed  a  worker  for  our  Synol 
iftthtpersonof  Mrs.  A.   M.  .Mclnnis,    of    Oklahoma    City. 
and  she  has  been  working  under  the  direction  of  the  Supt 
of  Home  Mlaaioiis.  .     „       .

Me  fit.  However,  this  plan  cannot  be  carried  out  in  a  y^ir 
Bor  even  in  two  years,  because  to  do  this  will  take  money, 
mm)  a  rtadjustment  of  all  our  work.  The  Committee  bc- 
Hevee  that  this  plan  is  the  only  method  by  which  our  whole 
Synodlcal  w«k  can  reach  its  highest  efficitncy.  Aa  we 
are  now  in  the  crawling  stage  of  our  work  it  will  require 
pattonce,  thought,  effort,  and  above  all,  prayer,  to  make 
such  a  vision  a  reality.  We  will  no  doubt  make  some  mis- 
takes, thi.s  is  to  be  expected.

They  have  di*- 
mis«e«i  Rev.  Waiter  Getty  and  Rev.  Wesley  Baker,  but  have  found  no  man 
to  had  the  whole  department. 

We  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  eetabKehment  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  Richmond  of  a  Bureau  o/  Architecture.  Any  Church  desiring  to 
baild  or  remodel  should  corres{»ond  with  Mr.   R.  E.   Mapil   for  this  literature. 

Among  the  Assrmbiys'  Committee's  workers  we  now  have  Miss  Mar- 
garct  Angus,  Sunday  School  missionary,  who  has  been  pioneering  in  Tulsa 
since  last  January,  whrn  she  went  there  to  organijee  a  Sunday  School.  It 
was  a  struggle  at  first  for  months.  She  had  very  little  encouragement  from 
those  who  were  in  Tulea  and  had  formerly  been  Southern  Pr^iyterians.  but 
by  her  persistent  effort  and  teal  she  has  now  65  members  on  roll  and  aver- 
age attendance  of  about  fifty.  The  people  are  also  wanting  a  church  or- 
ganization. Miss  Angus  has  been  in  that  one  place  since  last  January,  ex- 
cept a  few  weeks  spent  at  the  encampntent  in  Kerrville,  Texas,  at  the  evg- 
gestion   of    Mr.    Magill. 

Your  Committee  regrets  to  report  that  Religious  Education  in  the  Sun- 
day School  is  decreasing  in  the  number  of  people  received.  We  have  fewer 
in  Sunday  School  this  year  than  last  or  even  fiva  yeara  afo.  Tbare  is  an 
increase  in  offeringi.  which  n%ay  be  due  to  the  incresksed  inters  in  O.  P.  C. 
and  the  Coodland  Indian  Orphanage  and  School.  Not  only  are  the  par- 
ents failing  in  the  spiritual  training  of  their  children,  but  we  are  failing  to 
promote  leadership  training  courses  and  in  thus  failing  we  leave  the  field  to 
tfcoaa  who  are  trairung  and  because  of  the  increnaW  iaterest  are  going  after 
tkoae  for  their  s<-ho<Js  to  be  taught. 

The  Young  People's  Work  seems  to  be  doing  real  well  where  it  is  or- 
ganised and  supervised.  The  delegation  which  did  moat  and  was  most  no- 
ticed at  the  Christian  Endeavor  Convention  last  June  in  Oklahoma  City  wma 
one  of  our  own.  The  Coodland  Indian  Society  and  the  girl  who  won  the 
preliminary  "sharpshooters"  contest  was  a  member  of  one  of  our  own 
dlwrchea,   and  the   winner  of  the  contest   was  a   Southern   Presbyterian. 

The  Young  People's  Advisory  Council  met  in  Montreat  in  August.  The 
member  of  this  Synod  being  unable  to  attend,  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Craig,  being  ia 
Montreat   at   the   time,    was   asked   to    represent   this   Synod,   which   he   did. 

This  Committee  has  been  asked  to  report  for  the  Oklahoma  Presby- 
terian Aaecmbly.  which  met  in  the  Baptist  Encampment  Grounds  at  Falls 
Creek  for  ten  days,  commencing  July  18.  The  attendance  was  not  tha 
••'■••*.  but  '.here  seemed  to  be  a  better  spirit  among  th  young  people  to 
■ceomplisk  the  work  planned  and  to  adhere  to  the  regulations.  Dr.  Eugene 
R.  Long  of  aBtesville,  Arkansas  was  the  instructor  of  the  ad«ili  Bible  Class, 
and  was  enjoyed  very  much.  Dr.  T.  S.  Clyde  of  Sherman.  Texas,  was  the 
•nly  other  speaker  not  a  member  of  the  Synod.  His  messages  were  appre- 
ciated. The  instruction  by  home  talent  was  thorough,  those  attending  the 
classes  seemed  to  glean  a  great  deal.  The  recreation  was  supervised,  the 
business  end  of  the  encampment  was  handled  carefully  and  well,  as  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  the  assembly  did  not  receive  any  help  from 
the  Assembly's  Committees.  (The  minutes  of  the  business  meeting  of  the 
Aaaambly  were   read  for  information.)

Your  Secretary  of  the  C.  E.  and  Min.  Relief  submits  the  following  report ; 

In  the  three  Presbyterials.  2%  Auxiliaries  sent  reports  on  this  c««oa. 
Durant  Preabyterial  reports  fourteen  volunieera  for  Life  Service,  not  inrludHiM 
volunters  at  O,  P.  C;  Mangum  Preebytenal.  two;  and  Indian,  eeventy.  witli 
two  candidates  for  the  miniatry. 

Fifteen  Auxihanee  reported  contributing  regularly  and  systematically 
to  this  cause:  fourteen  obaerved  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  schools  and  colleger.

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have  paid  to  C   E.   and  Min.    Relief  the  meager  aum  of   $434.24.      Do  theae 
figures  bespeak   loyalty  in  behalf  of  our  Synod) 

While  the  financial  situation  is  distresaing,  let  us  rejoice  in  the  fact  that 
the  can^datee  for  the  miniatry  show  a  steady  increase.      We  have  more  can-  ^ 
didates  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  our  Church,  but  a  scarcity  of  fuada 
to  assist  tboaa  coining   from    needy   homes  and  weak   churches.

Motion  made  and  passed  that  Synod  commend  Mias  Flncher 
for  hpf  splsidid  work,  and  that  the  SUted  Clerk  write  her  of  this 
action. 

Motion  made  and  carrie<i  that  Synod  request  the  General 
Assembly's  Committee  of  Religrioua  Education  and  Publication 
to  furnish  an  additional  religious  education  worker  to  the  Synod. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  Synod  express  its  ap- 
preciation bv  a  standing  vote  to  the  Rev.  William  A.  RoUe.  its 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism,  for  his  faith- 
ful and  splendid  work,  and  that  we  commend  him  for  his  work 
and  assure  him  of  our  prayers  and  moral  and  fhianriai  support. 

Synod  took  recess  till  7:30  this  evening. 

Evening  Session — Second  Day 

Synod  wa.s  called  to  catier  at  7 :30  by  the  Moderator  and  en- 
gaged in  devotional  exercise,  after  which  Rev.  E.  Hotchkin, 
President  of  Oklahoma  Presbyterian  College  for  Girls,  introduced 
the  Hon.  John  Vaughan.  SUte  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tten.  who  delivered  a  splendid  education  address  emphasizing  the 
inqportance  of  the  denominatiwial  schools  and  colleges. 

Rev.  Hall,  the  Pastor  of  the  MarietU  Baptist  Churrh.  was 
introduced  to  the  Synod  md  invited  to  sit  as  visiting  brother. 

The  Committe!'  on  Men's  W«rk 

The  Synod's  Ct)mmittee  on  Men's  Work  pr^ented  their  re- 
port, which  was  read,  and  is  as  follows: 

Repm^  on   Men's  Work  to  Uie  Synod  of  Oklahoma  at  its  meetinir  in 
Marietta,  October  16th-17th.  1929. 
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In  submitttaf  the  report  of  thU  Committ«e  on  the  work  •ccompliihed 
rince  the  Iwt  meeting  of  Synod,  the  Chairman  de.ire«  at  the  «~if,J^t«  j^; 
feu  to  this  body  thmt  he  is  consciou*  of  havmt  failed  to  roeaaur*  up  either 
to  the  expecUtioM  of  Synod  or  to  the  r««pon»iblUti«i  that  were  placed  upon 
him  when  he  accepted  the  chairmanship  of  this  work. 

However,  your  Committee  has  by  force  of  circumsUnces  been  com- 
pelled to  \»bor  under  many  difficult  circumsUnces,  which  it  i«  hoped  may 
te  tome  measure  afford  an  excuse,  if  not  a  valid  reason,  for  the  failue  o( 
the  work  to  have  reached  that  high  plane  of  success  whrch  should  have  be«B 
attained  and  which  your  Chairman  hoped  wouW  be  attained  by  this  time. 

The  Men's  Work  of  this  Synod  for  the  paat  year  ha«  by  no  means  been 
a  failure  and  your  Chairman  is  absolutely  confident  that  with  the  impetus 
which  has  recently  be«i  given  the  work  by  the  organixation  of  some  new 
Man-of-the-Churcb  in  local  churches  of  the  Synod  another  year  will  show 
a  vast  improvement  and  a  wide-awake,  active  and  constructive  work  being 
dOBe  by  the  men  of  the  great  majority  of  the  churches  throughout  tba 
bounds  of  the  Synod. 

Organizations  have  been  set  up,  under  the  plan  of  the  General  Awem- 
bly'i  Progrwaaive  Program,  in  Mangum  and  Durant  Preabyt«ries.  So  far 
as  your  Chairman  is  advised,  no  organisation  has  been  perfected  in  Indian 
Praabytery,  though  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  organisMl  in  that 
Preabytery  in  the  near  future. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  organisatioa  is  Baal 
Heights  Church  at  Ijtwton.  This  work  was  organixed  January,  1928.  and 
IS,  therefore,  the  oldest  organixation  in  the  Sjmod.  It  started  with  a  small 
group  of  men  and  has  steadily  Increased  both  In  numbers  and  conatmcUve 
work  ever  since.  The  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  Robert  Ray,  is  entitled  to 
the  commendation  of  the  Committee  and  Synod  for  his  untiring  efforts  in 
comiaiently  carrying  the  work  forward.  His  organixation  has  done  and  is 
Mac  a  fine  local  mission  work  with  a  weak  church  in  the  ▼kinity  of 
LawIob. 

Ob  Friday  evening.  October  4th.  an  organixation  with  an  initial  mem- 
bership of  forty  men  was  perfected  at  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  Okla- 
homa City.  This  was  on**  of  the  most  enthusiastic  and  interesting  meetings 
of  men  that  has  perhaps  ever  been  held  in  this  church.  The  organixation 
will,  among  other  things,  sponsor  the  work  which  has  long  been  neglected 
at  Union,  s  small  Presbyterian  organiaxtion  Bl>out  thirty-five  miles  north- 
•BSt  of  the  city.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  membenhip  of  at 
IcBst  scventy-flve  in  thm  organixation  within  the  next  three  months. 

On  the  evening  of  October  2nd,  an  organixation  was  perfected  at  the 
First  Church.  Durant,  with  an  initial  membership  of  twenty-nine.  A  great 
work  is  anticipated  through  this  organixation. 

Under  tiM  laadership  of  Rev.  R.  R.  Craig,  organixation  wj>ll  be  perfected 
imflM^tely  at  tlw  East  Side  Church.  Durant.  and  likewise  at  Madill.  Mr. 
Craig  is  deeply  interested  in  this  work  and  your  Chsirman  ventures  the 
aasertion  that,  although  hi«  men  are  few  in  number,  he  will  do  a  great  work 
with  hi«  organixations. 

Under  the  leadership  ot  Rev.  W.  Hoyte  Wakefield,  pastor  of  Central 
Church,  Sulphur,  an  organixation  will  be  perfected  then  immediately  after 
the  adjournment  o€  Synod.    Mr.  Wakefield  made  a  signal  soweaa  with  his 
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M«B-«f*UM»Clitti«li  orgBBiiati<m  at  Delroae,  Tenn.,  prior  to  his  coming  to 

^^Ei  viMia  mtmu  of  organixation  of  this  work  was  folly  discussed  on 
Um  fl<w  •!

Reports  from  three  of  the  five  institutions  over  which  this 
S^nod  has  control  in  whole  or  in  part  have  come  into  our  hands. 
Austin  CoQete,  O.  P.  C.  and  Goodland.  No  reports  from  Au.ntin 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Southwestern  Home  and  School  have 
come  to  us  for  review. 

It  is  not  surpiiahit  that  Austin  College  should  be  affected 
b(^h  in  numbers  of  studwits  in  attendance  and  morale  by  the 
discussion  of  ptons  f«p  the  consolidation  of  schools  in,  the  Synod 
of  Texas.  We  note  abo  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  funds  avail- 
able for  the  vupmam  of  the  college.  We  note  here  a  deficit  of 
of  some  |16,^M&.  20.  Other  things  which  may  also  be  traced  to 
this  source  among  which  we  will  mention  a  slight  falling  off  of 
students  who  naturally  would  be  expected  to  attend  the  colle}?e. 
Yet  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  toUl  enrollment  exceeds  that 
of  last  year,  a  net  gain  by  some  67  in  counting  both  the  summer 
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school  and  the  long  term.  We  call  attention  to  the  loss  to  the 
college  by  death  of  Dr.  Pepper,  who  had  been  for  twenty-one 
yean  a  useful  member  of  the  faculty  and  honored  elder  of  the 
Presbjftarian  Church. 

(Since  the  meeting  of  Synod  the  colleges  of  Texaa  have  con- 
solidated at  Sherman). 

G»n4!uid 

The  Superintwideiit  of  Goodland  Indian  Orphanaire  in  his 
report  speaks  of  hantehipa,  disappointmoits  and  anxieties,  and 
of  hope,  light  wid  guidantt.  The  health  conciitions  must  have 
been  trj'ing  by  reason  of  the  influenza  and  pneumonia.  There 
was  one  (k«Ui,  86  eases  of  flue  and  sevoral  cases  of  pneumonia. 

The  MuroUm^fit  readied  282  students  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  172  for  the  year.  Eight  graduated  from  the  high 
school. 

An  unusual  attainm«it  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  school 
aasois  to  be  indicated  m  the  large  number  of  professicms  of  re- 
ligion among  the  pupils.  Much  is  lacking  in  the  financial  sup- 
port of  the  school.  A  hard  surface  road  connecting  Goodland 
with  the  highway  No.  12  aiTcMrds  a  convenient  means  of  reaching 
Hugo  and  Uie  ndhray. 

OkUkoaia  l*r«il>yterian  Coilegr 

Oklahoma  Presbjrterian  College  for  Girls  shows  an  enroll- 
ment of  178  in  all  de^rtments,  of  whom  155  are  in  the  boarding 
department.  There  w«ne  62  in  the  college,  the  rest  in  the  High 
School  Departm«at  and  special  (itopartments.  Eighty-four  are  of 
Indian  bk>od  one  is  S|Mmish,  Ave  are  from  Mexico  and  the  remain- 
ing students  are  white.  The  average  in  18  years  old:  about  one- 
third  of  t^  whole  Bumber  are  Presbyterians  and  various  other 
churches  are  npfasentod. 

In  activiti«i  a  high  degree  of  proficiency  has  been  reached. 
In  c<Mitrast  witli  oii^  schools  both  in  literary  and  athletics  our 
students  exeiAsd  and  were  vic^nious  many  times  over  their 
rivals. 

Flnanoea.  A  deficit  of  some  |7,572.51  remains,  yet  the  school 
has  been  operated  without  k>ss  during  the  year.  The  deficit  is  an 
inheritance  of  fcHrmer  years. 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  a  whole  Rev.  E.  Hotch- 
kin.  President  of  O.  P.  C,  was  given  the  privilege  of  the  ftoor 
and  spoke  very  encouragingly  of  the  outlook  for  O.  P.  C.

W«  rtjokc  in  tli«  irrowth  of  nNweibairriiip  in  our  Sunday  achoob.  Thv 
growth  during  the  paxt  y«ar  was  from  409,101  to  4SS,^N(.  A  larfar  aombcr 
were  added  to  the  church  during  the  year  also.  Thera  haa  bo«i  •  gradital 
increase  in  our  Synod  during  the  pant  yaar.  The  membership  in  19S0  ws« 
4,670  and  in  19S1  it  was  4.993,  an  incraaa  oi  ttS. 

Our  Committee  of  Publication  at  Richmond  ia  kMiored  by  being  ealle4 
upon  to  furnish  the  Sunday  achool  litnrstiira  for  the  Canadian  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Associate  RaforoMNl  Prwbytarian  Church  It  is  a  tribute  to 
tlM  aoundness  of  our  literature  that  we  are  thus  trustad  by  thaw  grtmx 
ChnrclMa. 

Laadcrship  training  is  being  pushed  all  over  our  Church  and  many 
credits  were  given  during  the  year.  This  is  a  work  that  should  be  pushni 
in  our  Synod.  The  greotaat  handicap  in  our  work  among  the  Sundsy 
■ehoola  aed  Young  Peoples  societies  is  untraimd  l^^lers  and  this  could  bt 
rtmctfM  to  a  great  extent  by  training  our  people. 

We  rejoice  over  the  success  of  the  Oklahoma  Encampment  during  tha 
summer.  It  was  generally  reported  that  it  was  the  best  ever  held.  Thifi  work 
should  demand  careful  attention  and  support  from  every  pastor  and  worker 
in  the  Synod.

We  eommend  tbi*  Feaat  of  Taber- 
naclea**  to  tbe  prayerful  coaaidwatiM  of  the  Synod  aad  aotteat  cloaer 
afBliation  and  cooperatioa-  Tfc#  teMdal  report  of  the  Aawably  will 
be  oreeented  by  tbe  manager,  tbe  Eer.  R.  M.   Pirebaugh. 

We  desire  to  direct  the  attention  of  Synod  to  oor  two  mdaeatioaal 
Inatltntiona,  Olilalioaia  Preabytariaa  Ck>llcgo  a^  Qoodland  Indian 
Orphanage. 

It  baa  been  hard  aaillag  for  ■dneaUoaal  Inatltotlooa  dorlog  tb* 
paaiaeveral  years,  bat  we  are  glad  to  record  that  three  two  splendid 
achoola  have  weathered  the  atom  aad  are  atili  fulftltlng  their  high 
miMion.  It  would  be  difficult  to  oremtate  the  valoaof  ihenw  ■akeoll 
la  BMttldiag  ChrUtian  eharaefter  aad  akaplng  Christian  conduct  la  tbe 
Urea  of  oor  jouth  and  ronag  paoplo.  OarUloly  they  merit  the  arm* 
pathy,  the  encouragement  and  theaupport  of  our  entire  Synod, 
i/et  ua  now  look  at  tbe  taaka  before  ua: 

The  report  of  the  Aaeembly'a  Bz>»eattve  Committee  of  Home  Mla- 
alona  for  the  year  ending  Match  3IH  1983  in  «pite  of  acute  boalj 
depreasion  which  prerailed  throughout  the  Aaaembly  waa  the  ■ 
eneouraginR  in  many  yeara.  Thooirh  there  «aa  a  decreaae  in  thoanm- 
ber  of  workers  employed,  there  waa  an  incri^ae  In  the  nnmher  of  con- 
feasions  in  the  Home  Miaaion  fields  and  an  Increase  in  the  number  of 
new  Kunday  Schools  organised,  and  the  number  of  booM  miialoa 
churches  aaanminK  sell  support. 

The  aituation  now  confronting  the  Aaaemhiy'a  Home  Mimiona  la  a 
most  seriooa  one.  It  only  InroWes  the  welfare  of  the  workers  which 
is  a  great  reaoonaihility.  but  alao  the  future  of    this  fuadamenUI    and 


taffNwMafeMae.  The  Bvw?  McaliorOMVMii.  which  Itlto  mHi 
d^;»aodeaeo  fer  tbe  CoamltteeHi  snpport,  waa  osade  in  If  areh  when 
the  financial  condition  of  many  of  oor  people  waa  at  the  loweat  point 
Iny^ra.  Tktiegnlar  Hotae  M larioa  iacome  from  the  churche«  for 
the  first  foor  months  of  tbe  current  year  waa  tlMSi  laai  tbao  for  the 
•ame  period  In  1931,  which  waa  tbe  lowest  ia  muiyyeara.  This  ludi- 
eataa  how  inadequate  for  tbe  maintenacee  of  Aaaemblr'a  Home  Mia> 
iion  the  returns  from  tbe  Brery  Member  C.nrane  this  year  will  be. 

In  1931  tlieCieueral  Assembly  adopted  plaon  for  aa  AMetnbJy  Wide 
Byangwiiatic  Campaign.  The  Assembly  of  1932  adopted  more  definite 
plaaa for  perfecting  laethoda.  Hynod  last  y tar  appointed  a  tp^clat 
coaalttee  charged  with  tbe  reapooalbility  of  makiog  n?commfBdatioaa 
for  adapting  tbe  plans  to  the  io<»l  aituation.  We  urire  your  prayer* 
ful  conaideratloa  ol  the  leport  of  thla  oommlttee. 

In  closing  we  eomitam  fnwi  tbe  mreeagr  sMit  oat  to  tbe  Blatotaia 
and  churches  by  tb«  Cooialaaioa  oa  Byaogollsai  of  tka  Pedaral Ooaa- 
cil  of  Churches.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Durant  College  was  read  aad  approved 
and  is  ss  follows:  The  Board  of  Trustee,  of  the  Duraat  Preabylerl«n 
College  submit  herewith  Its  first  snnual  report  to  tbe  Synod  of  Okla- 
homa to  convene  in  session  in  the  Central  Chareb  of  OklaboaM  ai» 
onOet.6thl909st8p.ro. 

When  rour  Board  was  elected.  In  aeoordaace  with  tbe  action  of  the 
General  Awembly  In  seaaioo  at  Oreeatbaro.  H.  a  May  1908.  tha  former 
BoardofTr.i«ieei,pasMKloutofeilataaeaaadtbaooatrolof  tbe  Dw 
rent  College,  aa  it  then  eiisted,  came  under  our  administration.  Your 
Board  fooari  the  Inst  it  ui  ion  In  session  with  7  teschers  and  287  pepiln 
doing  sitccew.ful  work.  The  colleue  havinjf  pmctieallv  an  enrto«meal 
and  ronnlnifon  the  lowest  powlhle  tuition  and  board.  «m  fiaaaclaliy 
embarrased.  snri  rreatly  In  need  of  funds  to  aarry  oa  tba  heavy  work 
thai  wu  being  done. 

Ai  tbe  beginning  of  the  preaeat  adminini ration  lhecoll«^    owne<i  a 
block  of  ground  io  tbe  town  of  Dursot  on  which  stood  the    mala    ad 
mioistrslloo  building  s»d  the  ground  and    building    were    valued    at 
•  16.000.00.     The  title  to  this  property  waa  vealed  in  the    trusteea    of 
the  General  Assembly  of  tbe    Presbyteriaa    Church     lu    the    Ualted 
Stales,  the  ground  hai'Un  been    purchased    and    a    ctilhge    building 
erected  by  tbe  Bxecutive  Committee  of  Home  Miwionsof  the  Fresby- 
terbn  Church  ic  tbe  U.  8.  before  said  Oommittee    was    laoorporat^. 
The  Cfillege  owned  also  two  che%p  woo<)en    dormliorle..  one  for    girls 
anrl  one  for  boys;  the^;  dormitorlea  were  located  on  lots  Iving  In  blo^a 
adjscent  to  %nd  on  opposite  sides  of  the  bloek  on    which    the    eoHega 
biilldlng  stands.     The  title  to  the*e  dormitories  and     loU    were    pur 
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chased  by  the  Oraenil  A«eBbly*a  BstevUve  Gout  of  Home  MiMtoBi» 
and  the  title  Tested  in  aald  eommlUee.  The  eoltece  alao  owned  • 
bosineM  booM  located  on  Mala  Street  io  tbe  City  of  Durant,  Oklahomi 
which  waa  parehaaed  with  $6,000.00  which  waa  given  by  the  Oenernl 
Aanmbly  to  the  Gollege,  said  amoont  baTinx  M>me  from  the  Legfacy 
of  Mrs.  Eliaabeth  Halt  of  Virginia  and  alao  a  loan  of  •2,000.00.  The 
above  repreaeots  the  condition  of  the  Darmnt  College  |»i>perty  when 
your  B(«rd  of  Truateea  took  charge. 

A  propoaition  waa  made  on  the  part  of  the  town  of  Durant  to  pur 
cbaae  the  eoll^e  building  referred  to  abote  and  ibe  block  of  ground 
on  which  it  atood.  at  »i  coat  of  $20,000.00  and  aa  an  inducement  for 
ibeebareh  to  eontinoe  her  edacAtioanl  work  in  the  town  of  Dorant, 
tlM  town  proposed  to  donate  a  enmpwa  on  the  north  west  edge  of  the 
town  limits,  containing  in  the  neighborhood  of  twentv  three  aerea  of 
land;  to  gire  the  allege  the  free  use  of  water  and  aewer  indefinitely 
and  to  eanae  to  be  aabseribed  aeventy  five  scholarships  of  fiftT  dollars 
each,  to  ron  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

This  propoaition  was  before  the  General  Aaaembi?  at  Greensboro.  N.C. 
May  1908,  in  practically  the  aame  form  aa  aUted  abo»e  and  received 
the  endoneoMat  of  the  General  Aaaembly.  whose  lioard  of  Trustees 
at  that  time  had  control  of  the  iuatitution. 

Your  Board,  io  porsoing  the  place  tbat  waa  proposed  by  the  town 
of  Duraou  has  sfTected  the  sale  of  the  collete  and  block  of  ground 
upon  which  it  stood,  for  the  asm  of  $30,000.00  reserv lug  theequlpmeot 
and  has  received  a  deed  in  the  name  of  the  Biecutive  Committee  of 
Home  Vlinionf  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  io  the  U.  S.  to  the  new 
eite  of  23  acres,  or  more,  giteo  by  the  town  of  Durant,  and  haa  also  in 
pnsisssilM  the  iierpot\  aveaeboterakips  of  fifty  dollars  eaeb  l<a  lee 
years,  properly  rubscribed. 

Year  Board  haa  alsD  sold  one  of  the  domltwleo  for  tbe  sam 
of  $1,600.00  and  haa  diaposed  of  the  furniture  in  tbe  dormitor?  room« 
for  the  aum  of  $70.00.  In  the  transaction  made  with  Dorant  men- 
tioned above,  the  equipment  cooaiating  of  three  pianoa,  about  thirty 
dining  room  ehaira,  about  fifty  claaa  rooaebairm.  and  the  deska  in  the 
recitation  rooma  were  reserved  and  can  be  need  io  the  futore. 

Your  Board  has  decided  to  make  the  iuitlitution  of  Durant  a  college 
for  joung  ladifs,  thus  abandoning  tbe  formersTtem  of  coeducation  hop- 
ing that  the  church,  at  some  future  day  may  be  able  to  esUblish  a 
college  for  young  moo  in  some  central  portion  of  the  SUte.     The  Board 
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baa  let  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  college  building  on  tbe  new  cite 
wbieb  ia  to  be  completed  by  tbe  Slat  of  June  1910,  aad  ia  to  coat  about 
$70,000.00.  The  charter  of  tbe  ioaiitutioo  has  been  ebaatod  to  snit 
the  new  conditions,  and  the  coliei;e  hereafter  will  bear  tbe  name  of 
*'Tbe  Oklahoma  Presbytertao  College  for  Giria."

come  to  their  fioaocial  aid  at  a  time  when  sncb  help  was  greatly 
needed  to  prevMit  aoapension  of  the  work  of  building. 

The  Synod  caonot  expresn  tco  strongly  its  appreciation  of  the  help 
brought  to  UM  through  the  two  women,  Mrs.  Stuart  and  Mrs.  Uowlson 
who  have  collected  large  sums  ol  money  for  the  college  and  are

The  Home  Mlaaion*  (  auaouttee  subnxitLed  iu  icpori  which  wia 
read.  eoMldwed  aerl^itiiD,  and  tk«B  adopted  aa  a  whole  aad  ta  aa 
foliowt: 

The  ahldiaff  porpoae  of  the  Home  Mlaaloo  enterprlie  it  that  all 
peraooa  to  all  pUeea  of  Amer^  may  be  reached  for  Christ.  For 
■Mft  thao  aeTeaty  feara  AeMmbly^a  Boom  Mlaatoua  hM  been  tbo 
▼aagaard  of  the  Oboreb,  ever  premiag  lato  oaoeeapM  arraa  aad 
into  plaCM  wh<*r«  there  is  parttcalar  a(H»d. 

After  five  yearn  of  loeaea  and  retrenchment  the  Bxecotlve  Com- 
miUee  waa  able  to  report  to  the  Qeoeral  AuMmbly  an  iacrenae  of 
il74fcS4  la  badget  rwalpta,  or  a  gala  of  7  %  mt  tb«  pr«f  loua 
year.  DeaplU  the  deereaaing  loeo«e  the  beak  debt  baa  beea  re- 
daaed  aeaily  60  %  io  the  four  jtar*  aiocc  the  adoption  of  the 
caab  policy  for  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

There  are  two  preeatng  aecda  of  AMemhly*i  Homa  Sllaaloaa 
that  call  for  earaeat  eonaideratioo  by  the  Synod: 

The  firat  nrgeal  aaed  it  more  ade^aafca  aalarlew  for  Home  Mia* 
aion  workerh. 

While  there  haa  beea  aome  improremrnt  in  the  aalariea  of  paa> 
tor«  in  aid>rec«iring  Preabyierie«,  the  MUry  of  inaay  la  attll  be. 
low  the  Btaudard  required  for  comfort  and  efBrieoty.  There  baa 
beea  little  improTemest  io  the  aalnriea  of  Home  Miaitoaartea 
iaboriag  among  the  naderiMrivileged  peuple*  io  the  trcoanmleally 
aafavored  aeeiimia.  Tbeee  aMMi  aad  wufn«-n  who  nerre  where  life 
la  hardest  and  where  the  need  ia  greateet  most  lie  glren  a  more 
adequate  aopport. 

Tbf>  second  arveut  oeed  Is  i he  repair  «>f  niis»lon  buiUiiuKs.  Br* 
eaose  of  a  shortaae  of  funds  In  the  p«st  five  yean*  the  usoal  ap> 
proprlatioos  for  the  upkeep  of  buildioga  could  not  be  made. 
Human  need n  bad  to  come  first,  and  there  was  no  maritin  for 
buildings  and  material  equipment.    The  reiult  is   that    many    of 
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MtaplMdidHoflMMIntoal&atitotioBaare  datwlar«tl«ff  iot  i^ 
lade  of  eare.  It  Is  as  important  to  conserre  aa  it  la  to  boltd,  and 
thialaa  work  that  cannot  be  neglected  without  Increaaing    loaaea. 

Thoogh  it  haa  been  a  period  of  retrencbmeot  aod  muei^  of  the 
OoBBlttoe'a  ^brt  bmi  been  to  cou»erve  the  gmn  of  other  yeara, 
tbl  irnrlr  tn  mtmj  ttt^  *t  o)o«i  CDCouraiciag.  While  chorobea 
aad  Sunday  Seboola  have  been  diftcuQtioued  to  some  sections,  in 
others  mw  ebnrebea  aad  Sunday  aehools  have  bemi  orfaalaed  to 
olMt  tbaoeloaiM. 

Year  In  aad  year  oat  the  Home  lllarioa  araaa  ol  tia  Oboreh 
•bow  the  largeat  pen^atage  of  iaeiaaM  apoa  profawloa  aad  evl 
the  falthfulaeaa  of  Hoosa  Mlartoaarlea  to  tbe  primary  par 
of  their  calling.  In  the  Indian  Preabytery  laet  year  tbeia 
waa  a  gala  of  over  10  %.  In  the  Negro  Proabyteriea  aad  in  tba 
MoootaiD  Work  there  waa  a  gain  of  »  %  while  the  membarablp 
of  tba  Meiieanchurchea  increased  10  %,  or  four  tiaMa  tbaavataia 

^  tba  Aeaembty. 

C5oadill«»aebM»gr.  hattbeHooMlllartoa  obieeilve  doaa  not. 
Into  the  needy  places  the  workern  go  with  ooaooMamlag  parpoaa 
to  aptaad  tbe  Gospel  meaaage.  eatablbh  the  Christtao  Church,  aad 
boltd  righteouaoeas  and  troth  and  the  fear  of  Qod  into  theloaada* 
tion  of  our  Nation's  life. 

Oar  own  Svood.  we  are  rejoiced  to  record,  ahaiea  la  tbia  bright- 
er oatlook.  While  there  are  too  maa?  v*«»nt  churches  there  la 
ao  uiimi«tAkableevide«ea  of  revival  of  Intattafc  on  Ue  part  of 
■one  and  otbeisloog  vacant  are  now  being  supplied. 

Two  hundred  and  siity  two  (262)  were  received  duiing  the 
year  oa  eoafaaatoa  of  faUh.  and  2<H  on  certificate,  making  a  total 
maaherabip  of  4678.  The  Synod  of  Oklahoma  still  malntalaa 
tnft  plaee  among  tbe  WhtU  Synods  In  pereenUge  gain  on  eonfea- 
sloo  of  faith,  a  poeltlon  she  haa  held  for  a  number  of  yaara.  Bvao- 
getlsllc  meetings  have  been  held  ihrooj(hout  the  Synod  by  Dr. 
Wlllla'^  A.  Rolle.  Supt.  of  Home  Missions  and  Bvaogellam,  a  de- 
tailed aeeount  of  which  can  be  found  io  bis  report  to  Synod. 

We  are  glad  to  report  a  revival  of  congregational  mlaalona  la 
some  of  our  churcbea.  Aa  aa  evidence  of  this  we  cite  tbraa  which 
have  been  brought  to  our  attention.  Beal  Helghta,  Lawton.  Cen- 
tral, Oklahoma  City,  and  the  First  Church.  Durant.     In  reference 
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U>  tbe  flitt  w«  quote  the  following  from  tbe   September    Prttby-

Central  Preebyterlan  Church.  Oklahoma  City,  ti  conducting  an 
'*«st«Mloa  onif  which  r«MbM  about  160.  with  a  full  weekn  pro- 
gram for  ererrase  group.  Fourteen  bare  been  received  tntetho 
OMtol  Hill  Church  aa  one  of  tbe  vMble  retolu  of  the  aivloa. 
Flftt  Chnrcb.  Doranf.  has  a  miaatoo  where  over  100  sre  enrolled. 
Prayer  meeting  and  Sunday  school  are  held  regolarl?.  Doubtleaa 
other  churches  are  doing  a  similar  work. 

Tbe  0i-ner4l  Asaembly  of  1935  placed  its  approval  upon  Ihia 
work  In  tbe  following  language:  'That  every  church  In  the  As- 
aembly endeavor  to  eaiablisb  and  malnUln  om  or  moro  outpoaU 
as  extenafOT  oolla  of  tbe  eongregation." 

A  word  about  tbe  summer  onferenoes.  The  Idea  of  the  Fea^l 
of  TftboraMte  which  was  held  for  many  vears  under  the  direction 
of  the  Oklahoma  Presbyterian  Asaembly  wai  not  held  this  past 
sumroer.  The  Men's  Coufereore.  and  the  Woman's  8ynodic«l, 
and  the  Junior  Conference  all  met  at  O.  P.  C.  June  I8lh  24th. 
Tbe  Young  People's  and  I ntprmediste  Conferences  were  held  at 
Kellam's  Ranch  in  eastern  Oklshoma. 

Notwithstaading  the  trying  conditions  with  which  our  schools 
have  had  to  contend  it  In  with  pleasure  we  note  that  both  O.  P.  C. 
and  Goodland  Industrial  School  &  Orphsnaga  closed  successful 
terma  last  Msy  and  have  opened  again  Ibia  month  with  brl«hi 
proapeeta  for  the  coming  year      We  heartily    commend    theae  in- 
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atitntioDa  to  the conaideration,  patronage  and    generMity    of   oor 
people. 

Aiaemblv's  Sostentation  Fund.  Tbe  General  Aaaembly  oi  1933 
appointed  an  adinterlm  Gommittce  "To  stodv  the  baala  of  salaries 
for  Paatoni  and  Missionaries  and  Changes  of  Pastoratea."  This 
committee  reported  to  the  last  Assembly  a  plan  for  i  "SostenU- 
tioo  Fund,"  which  was  adopted.  Ths  Aaaembly  authorized  tta 
Bxecotlve  Committee  of  Home  Miaslons  to  administer  the  fond. 
The  General  purpose  of  the  fund  is  "To  provide  an  agency.  Aa- 
semblywide  in  scope,  thru  which  all  congregations  and  Preaby- 
tertM  can  cooperate  in  malnUining  a  minimum  living  iocome  for 
tbe  support  of  the  pai«toral  charges  in  the  home  land  which  sup- 
port shall  not  be  bolow  neceaaarr  living  expenses,  graduated  ac- 
cording to  circumstances  and  conditions." 

In  an  effort  to  ralae  for  this  purpoea  an  emergency  fond  of 
$100,000  a  year  for  the  next  two  yeara,  tbe  Aaaembly  baa  desig- 
nated Sept.  22  or  29th  1936.  as  tbe  apeelal  period  for  receiving 
this  ofleHog  this  year.  A  dollar  from  every  memt>er  will  be  aaked 
It  should  he  definitely  understood  thst  tbe  "Dollar  Gift"  is  not 
a  part  of  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  incoma.

placed."

The  Coounltiee  on  Foeeign  MkMkms  made  its  n|>art  which 
was  read,  received,  and  adopted  with  the  recommendationn, 
and  is  as  foUows: 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  wWle  financially 
speaking  the  work  was  somewhat  dia«ppointing  the  past  year 
the  t«gular  receipts  being  around  $10,000  less  than  lor  tbe 
year  preceding  and  the  standing  debU  for  reasons  praetieaUy 
beyond  contrd  having  increased  in  the  sanM  perkMl  from  $276,- 
000  on  the  whole  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress  and  of 
great  spiritual  blessing.  The  following:  facts  brought  out  in 
the  yearly  report  of  our  Executive  Secretary  should  be  of 
gfieat  interest  to  m. 

Our  total  force  of  402  miiisionaries  waa  divided  aa  fcdows: 
47  in  mediaal  work.  BO  educational,  the  remaining  276  in  evan- 
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gelism,  2.783  native  workers.  MaiBUined  and  sapported  20 
ho^itals  in  which  nearlv  400,000  patienU  were  treated,  1,100 
schools  with  59.000  pupils,  2000  Sunday  schools  with  107,000 
pupils,  2000  places  of  regular  meeting  with  around  76,000 
communicants. 

We  regret  to  aay  that  our  entire  Synod  during  the  last 
Church  year  contributed  only  $1,697  to  this  Cause.  During 
current  yew  to  Sept.  Ist  only  $;i00  was  contributed.  The  com- 
mittee is  asking  that  in  this  Jubilee  year  that  contributions  be 
increMed  at  least  25  percent 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  J.  I.  Paisley  of  Korean  Mission 
visited  our  Synod  and  delivered  19  addjntMea  and  MHVXHia. 
His  work  was  weU  recesvpd  and  appi^ciated  by  our  churcboB. 
Wc  submit  the  following  recomm^datkim :

4.  That  every  church  in  the  Assembly  with  its  organiza- 
tioiia  be  asked  to  observe  Nov.  i-16  as  the  week  of  prayer 
and  self  denial  for  Home  and  Foreign  MistloTi.t  and  that  aH 
the  churches  during  this  season  be  urged  to  arrange  for  sup-

and  that  special  offering  during  the  week  of  prayer  and  self 
denial  be  reloaded  as  over  and  above  the  amounts  stipulated 
In  the  budget.  It  is  understood  that  these  offerings  are  to  be 
divided  between  the  two  mtsskmary  committees  in  the  ratio 
in  the  Assembly's  table  of  percentages,  and  sent  designated 
to  central  treeeurttrs  of  Prssbytoiea.

Taking  the  backward  glance  tor  a  moment  w«  see  that  in 
1867,  the  Minutes  o*"  *^-  Assembly  show  listed  1^*^**  -"hurches 
with   80.532   mem!  The   minutes   of    1936  e   3515 

churches  with  a  membership  of  482,669.  During  these  past 
years  more  than  906.2^  m«nU»ers  have  been  received  into  the 
church  on  their  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.  It  is  wttimateti 
that  of  the  482,659  members  of  our  Church,  more  than  400,000 
owe  their  presence  in  our  fdlowship  either  directly  or  In^ 
rectly,  to  Home  Mmsion  effort.  Of  course  the  few  figurw 
make  no  attempt  to  portray  the  saerifldal  labors  of  ttie  con- 
secrated men  and  womea,  who  through  the  years  have  helped 
to  establish  rhri«<t'""  »-'-"»  "fj^nnise  and  maintain  churche.s 
and  schools  and  an.  ,  ficulties  proclaimed  the  saving 

gospel  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  in  the  destitute  placas  of  our 
land. 

It  is  with  joy  Mid  gratitude  that  we  reeord  that  274  were 
added  on  confession  last  year,  aand  SIM  on  certificate  in  the 
Synod  of  Oklahoma,  bringing  the  whole  number  of  eommvinl- 
eants  to  4600.

Thi.'t  fascinating  work  had  Its  begin- 
nings in  the  days  of  the  united  Church  which  was  then  referred 
to  as  the  western  frontier,  but  is  now  known  as  the  States  of 
Tnnniianiii  mod  MMaksippi.  Its  story  reveals  »om»  of  the  most 
heroic  strua»ies  in  the  iiistonr  of  Anarieaa  Mi^ffonii.  It  is 
with  sincere  joy  that  we  record  that  for  Hm  flimt  time  kt 
aimoet  a  quarter  of  a  century  Indian  Preab^lery  hss  had 
an  iMKaae  to  wortcais.  TIm  Isms  ia  Dm  fi«M  now  niunbecs 
8  Indian  preachers.  3  Whita  pmmhtn  tmi  X  yoanc  peepla'a 
worker.  Almo.^  n  year  ago  cooperative  agrMRMRt  waa  made 
with  Choctaw  Presbytery.  U.  S.  A.,  which  has  proved  helpful 
to  both  Preabyteries.  Th«  *  Presbyteries  have  united  In 
the  cmtlojment  of  a  joint  >.  and  a  joint  young  people's 
wjrker.  The  Suot  is  Uev.  R.  M.  Firebnugh,  and  the  young 
•r  i^  Mis.  Blanche  Williams  Under  the  new 
pi.*.,  i..^  ;wv,  Presbvteries  have  joint  meetings  in  the  fall  for 
bispinitloiia]  programs  and  hold  aqiarato  baaiaum  meetings 
in  the  spring. 

Anything  that  the  AssemWy  orders  is  just  as  binding  on 
Indian  churches  aa  on  the  chiuxh«i  of  any  Presbyterj-  in  the 
Asacmbly.  During  the  year  we  have  held  nine  Daily  Vacation 
Schools,  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  evei-j-  church,  and  conduc- 
ted sixt  <^"  ^raining  clasaea  and  two  conferences  of  young 
people  ..  ch  47  credits  were  given  by  our  Committee  of 

Religious  iuiucation,  and  added  70  mem  bears  to  our  churches. 

In  closing  this  part  of  our  lej-ort  we  would  like  to  expreaa 
our  coidial  appiecLition  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  a«rvicea 
of  the  Supt  Rev.  R.  M.  Firebaugh.  Under  his  direction,  lead- 
ers!.: 1  aasI.Htance  tht  work  is  projrres.«<ing  towards  the 
deaiiia  jtual.  May  the  ble.«?8ing  of  the  Almijrhty  rest  upon 
him  i-nd  his  good  wife  as  thej'  labor  so  humbly  yet  capably 
among  this  people  whom  they  love  so  dearly. 

As  our  objectives  for  the  coming  year  we  would  aucgeat 
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the  purdiMe  of  m  manae  lt>r  the  accommodation  of  each  of 
our  superintendents. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  General  Aaaonbly  to  signalize  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  by  a  spirituaJ  revival.  Special  attention  is 
diieeted  to  the  National  Preaching  Mission  which  is  a  united 
attonpt  on  the  part  of  all  churches  to  bring  about  a  spiritual 
awakening  in  America.  Such  preaching  HHMkiBW  will  be  held 
in  25  major  centers  of  population.  In  conneetkm  with  this 
united  effort  it  is  proposed  that  ever>'  church  hold  an  eight 
days  apedai  evangelistic  service,  each  pastor  holding  hi^  own 
meeting,  or  securing  the  help  of  a  compet^t  man  If  availalt^. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  every  church  of  oar  Aaamb^ 
cooperate  in  this  united  simultaneous  movement  at  the  time 
designated  or  awne  other  time  during  the  year,  and  that  every 
church  win  be  able  to  report  in  the  next  Gmmak  Assembly 
that  every  diureh  and  misison  had  done  Ita  fMOl  in  bringing 
the  revivikl  so  deaperateiy  needed 

It  is  a  fine  coincidence  that  the  dat^  set  for  this  simul- 
taneous effort  should  coincide  with  the  special  aeaaoe  for  the 
Jubilee  Thank  Offering  for  Home  A  Foreign  Mtoaiona,  Nov. 
8-15.  Pleaae  notice  that  the  Julatee  offering  for  missions  this 
year  is  a  joint  offering.  The  whole  raisisonary  task  of  the 
Genera]  Aas^nbly  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  qoeatioii  ariaes  is  there  fuither  need  for  home  mis- 
sions? Shall  we  adopt  a  policy  of  contraction  and  withdrawal? 
Listen  to  thi.^  from  one  of  the  Jubilcp  speakers,  'T^  actual 
paganism  in  America  is  heartbreaking.  There  are  seven  mil- 
lion homes  in  this  land,  settled  lar^y  by  Christian  pioneers, 
in  which  there  are  no  Bibles,  and  it  is  conservatively  esti- 
mated that  there  are  seven  more  million  homes  with  Bibles 
dust  covered  and  neglected.  Fourteen  million  Bibleless  hom«i. 
Who  can  estimate  the  darkness  and  desolation?  No  wonder 
that  we  find  in  this  nation  twenty -aeven  million  souls  over 
2S  with  no  church  relation  whataoevor." 

We  may  add,  no  wonder  we  find  that  85  percent  of  the 
crimes  of  violence  are  committed  by  young  men  and  women 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  25.  A  conservation  of  our  gains, 
and  an  expansion  of  our  work.  This  means  the  continued 
aasistance  to  weak  churches,  and  the  establishment  of  outpoit 
Sunday  schools,  preaching  points,  and  chapels  in  needy  jpUieea. 
It  mtmoB  larger  gifts,  more  prayer,  and  decUcation  of  life.

In  presenting  our  report  we  feel  that  there  is  cause  for 
rejoicing  and  encouragement.  The  "hindering  debt"  which  haa 
been  hanging  over  the  Assembly's  Committee  of  Home  Missions 
for  several  vears  has  been  paid  in  full.  The  minutes  of  the  Assem 
hly  show  2i,166  additions  of  confessions  of  faith  during  the  past 
y«ir,  thm  kuveat  in  five  years.  Of  this  number  312  are  listed  from 
the  Svaod  of  Oklahoma,  bringing  our  total  membership    up    to 
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4,639.  a  net  gain  of  39  over  the  previous  year.  The  record  &h<m% 
41  ministers,  6  caindidatea  and  56  churches. 

As  we  face  the  future  there  are  aeveral  obligations  resting 
upon  us: 

(1)  A  general  salary  increase  to  meet  the  increasing  living 
coats.  *The  necesaitiea  of  those  now  on  the  field  must  be  met 
before  additional  workers  are  employed.  The  Church's  advance 
must  not  be  at  the  expense  of  th«ie  faithful  men  «iMi  woiii^n  who 
have  held  the  Hn«!  and  borne  the  brunt  of  inmffl^eet  mpport  in 
the  difficult  and  trying  days  through  which  the  Church  has  come." 

(2)  A  larger  and  more  aggreasive  program  of  evangelism. 
"To  negleet  this  duty  means  ultimately  to  n^leet  all  other  duties. 
Evangelism  is  the  he&ri  of  the  Church,  and  Home  MiaatinM  is  the 
life  kiood.  Without  evangelism  there  is  no  future  for  the  church 
and  no  aectirity  for  the  nation.  'Mankind  is  out  in  the  night 
and  there  ia  only  one  Light'.  The  Otirf-v,  holds  the  future,  and 
if  it  is  true  to  its  God-given  reaper  y  it  must  put  off  its 
unconcern  and  with  the  crusading  passion  of  the  Church  of  the 
first  century,  meet  the  chaHenge  of  irreligion  and  unbelief" 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  Synod  of  Oklahoma  is  now 
taking  a  forward  step  in  this  direction  which  will  more  fully 
appear  in  a  separate  report  to  be  subeequpntly  .<iiubmitted 

(8)  A  larger  provision  for  «itaybliahtng  new  churches  in  pka^cm 
of  need  and  opportunity. 

"The  era  of  building  is  not  done.  Church  extension  ia  an 
unending  enterprise.  It  is  generation  after  generation  in  com- 
muoity  after  oanmuaity.  Wherever  the  people  are  the  church 
nMMt  go.  It  ia  the  number  of  new  churches  that  measure  the 
Church's  progress.  Larger  provision  must  be  made  far  extension. 
If  the  religious  n^eds  of  the  underprivileged  at  home  and  in  the 
fr^Tfign  fielda  an  met  there  mu.it  be  more  churches  and  more  mem- 
able  to  eoatrihate  to  this  vital  miasoniary  entcrprfse."

The  Rev.  B.  K.  Tenny  has  had  his  first  full  year  aa  Secretary 
of  Stewardship.  The  wiadram  of  his  aele^km  haa  been  fully  justi- 
fied. He  has  cooperated  with  every  ageney  and  organization  of 
the  G«ieral  Aaaembly,  Synod,  Pr«U}ytery  and  k)cal  chuhch. 

By  united  action  of  all  the  af«ieiea  through  the  Aaaembty'a 
Committee  on  Stewardship  and  Finance  larger  aervice  haa  him 
reiidwed  at  far  l^s  ctwt  than  would  have  been  aeeured  by  eadi 
working  alone. 

In  addition  to  the  heavy  office  work  Dr.  Tenney  has  taught  in 
a  number  of  confer^E^m,  coimaelod  with  Stewardship  chairmen, 
spoken  at  a  number  of  Synods,  Pr^byteries  and  local  churchea.

Executive  ComsEiittee  on  Fmrelffa 

The  Commlttw  made  the  following  report  which  was  received 
and  adopted  with  the  exception  of  the  last  recommendation  which 
was  |Hit  on  the  docket  for  the  evening  session : 

As  we  survey  our  Foreign  Mission  work  of  the  most  recent 
Iiast  we  are  pleased  to  note  great  encouragements  both  matetial 
and  spiritual  During  the  past  year  there  was  a  splendid  increa-se 
of  gift*  to  the  cause  and  $S2,579  was  paid  on  the  debt.  During 
the  past  six  years  the  debt  has  been  reduced  by  $97,000.  Thf 
reasons  for  spiritual  encouragement  have  been  still  greater.  Des- 
pite the  unusual  handicaps  under  which  our  mi.isionaries  have 
been  laboring  annual  statistics  from  the  field  reveal  the  second 
largest  number  of  converts  in  the  hl.stor>'  of  our  work.    Tn  spite 
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of  disturiMd  conditions  in  CSUiui  aad  Japiin  nperti  indiette  an 
unusual  interest  in  the  froqwl  wwiwigc  in  both  tiiOM  nattmia.  In 
China,  both  in  Shanghai  and  other  stricken  areas,  Omw  in  at  this 
time  a  vati  toratag  of  tlia  people  to  the  consolatioaa  of  reiigioe. 
A  grealw  poiod  ei  epenheaitediiesa  in  China  haa  sever  bean 
enjo^.  Letters  from  the  missionary  report  that  de^Mte  the 
national  crisis  Japan  ia  facinir,  the  spiritual  hunger  of  the  people 
is  evident,  and  there  are  untold  opportunities  for  reiM^inf  men 
and  women  with  the  gospel. 

Forhapa  ^e  greatest  difficulty  confronting  the  work  at  this 
time  is  the  landequate  number  of  workers.

Tile  Committee, 
in  a  meeting  called  by  the  Secretary  in  Montreat  in  July,  »«t  up 
a  I-'leW  Council  of  Religious  Education  composed  of  the  chairmen 
of  Religious  Education  in  each  Synod.  The  work  of  this  Council 
is  to  aid  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  administration  of  the 
field  work  by  bringing  before  the  group  the  pnwitical  needs  of 
the  church.  Also  this  Council  has  the  major  part  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  new  plan  of  Regional  Directors.  The  first  official 
meeting  of  this  Council  since  its  organisation  in  July  will  be  held 
in  Richmond,  Jan.  1M4.  The  Executive  Committee  proposes  to 
t>ay  one  half  of  the  expenses  of  this  meeting  while  each  of  the 
Synods  will  share  equally  the  other  half  The  Assembly's  plan

This  plan  is  an  effort  to  enlist  and  prepare 
volunteer  teachers  to  assist  with  the  work  in  the  Synod. 

YouBf  People's  DiriaiMi: 

Miss  Green  has  worked  with  eighteen  of  our  local  young 
people's  groups,  helfHng  them  to  perfect  their  organization  and  to 
improve  their  programs.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Synod's 
Young  People's  Council  was  held  in  Oklahoma  City  in  January, 
at  which  time  the  officers  of  the  Young  Peoirfe's  League,  under 
the  leadership  of  adult  advisers,  planned  their  year's  program 
and  activities.  The  annual  conference  of  the  Young  People's 
Letffue  was  held  in  Shawnee  in  April.  At  this  meeting  the  officera 
of  the  League  were  chosmi.  With  the  permission  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education  the  young  people  re-districted  the 
Synod  for  promotional  and  admistrative  purposai,  making  four 
districts,  the  lines  differing  somewhat  from  those  of  the  Presby- 
teries.   The  districts  are:  Western.  Central,  Eastern  and  Indian. 

Synod's  annual  conference  for  young  people  was  held  in  Durant 
in  June  with  a  good  attendance  rei^isenting  17  churches.  Mr. 
Con)ert  Risner  was  chosen  chairman  of  R<»!igiou8  Education  and 
Publication  in  the  Young  People's  League.  Nine  of  the  Leaifiie's 
offieers  attended  the  L^uiership  Training  School  at  Montreat. 
This  is  the  first  time  the  Oklahoma  League  has  had  more  than 
one  repreaoitative  at  this  meeting. 

Miss  Green  assisted  in  the  Indian  Young  People's  Coafcranee 
at  Cherokee  Lake  in  August. 

Your  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  Presbyterian  Youth 
Convention  on  Worid  MinioBS  to  be  held  in  Atlanta  Dec.  28-31 
and  ask  your  cooperation  in  getting  interested  and  representative 
jrooBg  people  to  attend.  This  Convention  is  under  the  direction 
of  our  four  Executive  C<mimittec«  and  is  being  promoted  in  the 
various  Synods  by  specially  appointed  committees. 

Young  people's  rallies  were  held  in  September  at  Idabel  In 
the  E^astem  District,  at  Oklahoma  City,  in  the  Central  District,  and 
at  Lawton  in  the  Western  Di.strict  The  two  directors,  with  the 
president  and  other  officers  of  the  Younj?  People's  League  attended 
all  three  of  these  meetings,  presentinjf  the  .voung  people's  progiam 
for  the  local  churches.  These  rallies  were  well  attended  and  the 
program  enthusiastically  received. 

A  splendid  conference  for  52  Pioneer  Boys  and  Girls  from  six 
churches  over  the  state  was  held  in  Durant  in  June.

On  D€c«nb«r  M»  1»36  this  conaecrated  servant  of  Christ 
and  veteran  pioneer  of  Oklahoma  Presbyteriaiiim  answered 
the  Master's  summons  to  the  Home  of  the  Redeemed.  At 
the  time  of  his  passing  Dr.  BranUey  was  in  the  87th  year  of 
his  age.  having  been  bom  in  GiU»  county,  Tenneiaee  in 
1869,  the  son  of  Rev.  Theodore  Brantly,  a  Presbyterian  min- 
ister, and  Eliia  Brown  Brantly.  Dr  Brantly  was  educated 
at  Stewart  College,  Clarksville.  Tenn.,  and  at  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  in  Virginia.  He  served  churches  in  Tennessee, 
South  Carolina.  New  Mexico,  and  Texas  before  comiiig  to 
Oklahoma  in  1902.  He  eMDe  first  to  Poteau  and  three  months 
later  moved  to  Antlers,  where  as  pastor  and  educator  he 

t  the  balance  <rf  his  days,  accompliahing  the  greatest 
work  of  his  life  and  making  hia  influence  felt  throughout 
southeastern  OkkJwaHL  In  1911  Austin  College.  Sherman, 
Texaa,  conferred  on  Mm  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 

Dr.  Brantly  was  a  man  of  vigorous  intellect  and  marked 
forte  of  character.  He  was  strong  in  his  convictions  and 
earnest  and  conaistent  in  maintaining  them.  Though  differ- 
ing in  matters  of  church  policy  from  many  of  his  brethren 
he  comnoanded  the  profound  r^ipeet  of  all.  He  was  a  faith- 
ful, able  and  alert  Presbyter,  deeply  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  church  as  a  whole  and  wtarv^d  on  a  number  of  impor- 
tant boards.  He  was  a  loyal  preacher  of  the  Word,  a  loving 
pastor,  a  wise  counselor,  a  faithful  friend.

The  Rev.  John  Watkins  Moacley,  Jr.,  was  bom  in  Han- 
over Co.,  near  Richmond.  Va.,  October  27,  1866  and  passed 
to  his  heavenly  reward  eariy  on  the  morning  of  October  4th, 
1937,  at  the  family  residence,  Duncan,  (Nctahoaia.    He  was 
married  to  Miss  Sophia  Oheleyer  of  Brandon,  Miss.,  Jan.  27, 
1892,  and  to  this  union  were  bom  four  children:  Margaret, 
who  together  with  Mrs.  Moadey  preceded  him  several  yean 
ago  to  the  heavenly  home;  Dr.  John  O.  Moaeley,  Preaident 
of  Central  SUte  Teachers  College,  Edmond,  (Mtlahoma;  Mias 
Mildred  Moseley.  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  city  Schools, 
Seminole,  Okla.,  and  Mrs.  Walter  W.  Trout,  Lufkin,  Texas.

Oar  entire  Synod,  more  »o  perhapa  than  any  otliCT  Synod  in  o«r  C3Mn<iii 
ia  the  chi*d  of  AiwlMy's  Home  Miasiotw.  But  for  the  sacrindal  1mI» 
teadeied  by  this  eaoae  in  the  past  to  churches  newly  organised  in  Ok]»> 
iMMBa  few  wooki  have  survived.  Our  Synod  owes  a  eontinuiag:  defat  «f 
frratitode  to  this  Committee  of  the  Aaaembly,  which  can  best  he  tfaekacvid 
by  an  uastiaied  support  in  every  peaaiMe  way. 

Never  tai  the  history  of  our  country  has  the  work  of  home  miaaieM 
>te«)  more  important  than  in  this  day  of  strife,  confusion  and  uncertainty. 
It  is  beii«%H  that  if  the  inspirinir  story  of  achievement  in  our  home  miseiaa 
ft«l<l«  were  known  a  revival  of  home  mission  interest  would   result. 

The  Ax<«mbly's  Committee  paid  off  the  bank  debt  of  1937  hf  tha 
strictest  economy.  It  was  hoped  that  the  day  for  an  enlanred  vision  af 
Haaae  Mi^'ionn  had  come.  For  a  d<>ca*ie  our  heroic  home  mission  men  have 
been  holding  th4>  line*  airainrt  almoat  overwhelming  odds  to  save  (Htr  work 
from  di^ster.  Yet  to  the  ItSt  Aaaembly  the  Kxecutive  Committee  was 
obliflred  to  report  a  loss  of  124.27:^.00  in  aupportinir  income.  The  rdtef  that 
WIS  to  CO  to  our  missionarim  had  to  be  postponed  another  year. 

In  the  areas  of  our  Church's  reapeawMlity  there  are  636  missioaarf^ 
wbe  aerre  742  churches  and  missions  wftb  8M  outpost  Sunday  schools.  Some 
pbaae  of  this  work  is  fetod  In  17  Preabytcriea  and  In  all  of  our  Synods. 

There  are  two  rreat  necessities  that  should  be  supplied  without  delay: 
Sufficient  tvnd*  to  rive  our  missionaries  the  eopport  to  which  they  ara 
entitl«»d.  Second,  ftrads  for  enUnrement.  After  ten  yean  of  merely  holdinf 
the  lines  e%'ery  indication  now  points  to  the  greatest  home  mission  oppor- 
tunity our  Church  has  ever  faced.

(1)  The  Synod  recognizes  that  under  our  system  of  Church 
Government,  the  Synod  occupies  an  odd  position  between 
Presbytery  and  Assembly.  No  Synod  can  impose  its  action 
or  the  action  of  any  of  Its  Committees  or  the  action  of 
any  of  its  elected  representatives  upon  a  Presbytery 
save  by  the  consent  of  a  Presbytery,   In  short,  that  the 
Presbytery  and  not  the  Synod  Is  the  court  of  authority 
over  churches  and  mlnistdrs* 

(2)  A  Presbytery  by  uniting  with  other  Presbyteries  in  a 
joint  effort  as  for  the  promotion  for  sxa^>le,  of  Home 
Missions,  does  not  per  as  waive  its  constitutional 
authority  to  a  Synod' s  Committee  or  to  its  elected 
representative,  but  in  so  Joining  other  Presbyteries, 
does  so,  still  reserving  its  authority  over  churches  and 
ministers,  unless  explicitly  waived  in  particular  cases 
for  the  better  promotion  of  its  work. 

(3)  Therefore  it  must  follow  that  the  relationship  existing 
between  the  Commission  of  a  Presbytery  and  the  Synod's 
CooBlttee  of  Home  Missions,  acting  directly  or  through 
a  representative,  is  only  advi sorv  on  the  part  of  the 
latter,  and  authoritative  on  the  part  of  the  former. 
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In  the  practical  working  out  of  this  relationship  In 
such  oases  as  the  filling  of  vacant  churches,  arranging 
supplies,  the  transfer  of  a  minister  from  one  field  to 
another,  and  in  short,  the  conduct  of  the  whole  Home 
Mission  work,  care  must  be  exercised  on  the  part  of  tr- 
Synod's  Commlttoe  to  secure  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  constituted  authorities  of  a  Presbytery.   It  is 
fully  anticipated  that  ordinarily  the  Commiaeion  of  a 
Presbytery  will  lend  its  fullest  cooperation  to  any  step 
or  plan  proposed  by  the  Synod's  Committee  or  its  repre- 
sentatives, if  the  rights  and  authority  of  a  Commission 
are  first  respected,  and  its  Judgment  asked  for. 

4.  That  Synod  at  this  time  appoint  a  special  committee  of  three 
to  clarify  the  resolution  amending  the  rules  of  Synod  that  pertain  to 
the  election  and  terms  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  Synod' e  Home 
Mission  Committee,  as  recorded  on  page  6  of  the  Minutes  of  Synod  or 
1940  and  page  5  of  the  Minutes  of  1941,  such  special  committee  to 
arrange  the  classification  of  members  by  years  in  whioh  their  terms 
expire,  and  when  they  become  ineligible  for  reelection. 

5,  That  the  Synod  at  this  time  hear  Dr.  Gaines  B.  Hall  in 
connection  with  this  report,  pending  its  disposition  by  Synod.

MEMORIAL 

Sanders  Lafayette  Hogan  was  bom  in  Clark  County,  Arkansas, 
Deoembor  20th,  1863,  the  son  of  Anthony  Sanders  and  Elizabeth  Robertson 
Hogan. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  State  and  later 
at  King  Institute,  studying  Theology  privately  and  was  ordained  to 
the  gospel  ministry  by  King  Presbytery  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  in  September,  1691. 

il«  was  twice  married;  first  to  Miss  Stella  Biomas  of  Booneville, 
Wl  on  July  26th,  1883,  she  having  preceded  him  to  the  Heavenly 

Home  on  July  4th,  1931.  He  married  Mrs.  Stella  Young  of  Oklahoma 

City  in  NoveidJer,  1932. 

Mr.  Hogan' s  ministry  was  wide  and  varied  having  served  Churches 
at  Mansfield,  Harrison,  Siloam  brings  and  DeQueen,  Arkansas  and 
having  been  received  into  the  U,  8.  A.  branch  of  our  Church  by  ths 
marger  in  1906.  Later  that  same  year  he  came  to  Oklahoma  and  was 
received  into  the  U.  8.  Church  and  served  Churches  in  Walters,  Apache, 
Mangum,  Minco  and  Gotebo,  He  was  honorably  retired  from  actif(^  ser- 
vice in  1928  and  since  that  date  has  made  his  home  in  Gotebo  serving 
tho  Church  there  and  at  other  points  as  his  waning  strength  would 
permit  until  his  passing  on  the  morning  of  March  23rd  in  a  hospital 
at  Altus,  Oklahoma.
